The mud-streaked Crosley brodied to a stop alongside the Indian and the young 
rider marvelled that the powerful, stocky man who unfolded himself from it and 
approached him could even fit in the tinv car. Talking a mile-a-minute in a soothing, 
western voice, the stranger trussed the young rider in a lasso of gab. He was in show 
business, the likeable stranger explained, thrusting forth a handbill, and somehow 
the young motorcyclist found himself invited to see the show that afternoon for free, 
as a guest of the star himself (in person), that eminence being the same charming man 
lately of the Crosley, oh and would he ride the Indian right down front where all the 
folks could see, if you please. Thank you very much. 

Drawn by the hypnotic charisma of the stranger, the cyclist followed the 
jampacked little car to the local rundown racetrack where Captain Putt Mossman, his 
leader, was to perform a show, the handbill proclaimed, of “horseshoe pitching, 
amazing athletic feats and death defying motorcycle crashes and stunts." 

The great man lost no time preparing, for the grandstands were already full. Out of 
the car, like a magic trunk, he unloaded costumes, gadgetry, lumber, carpenter’s 
tools, containers of gasoline and his pretty assistant, a brave girl: named Grace 
Conrad. The young guest was swept into the feverish activity and before he knew it, 
he was poised to race his machine around the track and try to centerpunch the 
Captain, who would be standing rigid in front of the grandstand. 

*Now as my young volunteer makes ready to crash head-on into my body, I'd like 
to tell you folks my philosophy of life," spoke Captain Putt Mossman to the 
gathered rubes. “I have a God-given talent,” the good Captain claimed, but it’s clean 
living to~ which he credited his prowess and success. “J never curse or swear and 
neither have I ever smoked nor touched strong drink," the Captain explained as the 
motorcycle sped closer, "and for that reason this vehicle which you see careening 
directly toward me at a velocity of over a hundred miles per hour, will not harm a 
pure molecule of my body..." 

This was a betting crowd and while the Captain spoke, odds were running high 
against his immunity. 

As the last word left his. mouth and collision seemed imminent, Putt Mossman 
suddenly seemed to hover, approximately sixfeet above where he had been standing. 
rider ducked as the Indian roared under the outstretched legs. 

“You flinched !” the stuntman accused the young rider. It was true, he had rolled 
off the throttle, afraid. Let me show you how to ride that thing." For the next hour 
Mossman performed the tricks that he devised and no one has ever been able to 
duplicate. His was a rare and generous gift indeed. For instance, with the throttle set, 
he stood upon the seat of the borrowed machine and rode it in a large circle around a 
stake in the ground, tossing horseshoes and pitching a ringer every time. He turned 
backwards and over his shoulder, with the aid of a mirror, continued ringing the 
horseshoe stake. People saw it, but didn't believe their eyes. There was no illusion 
involved, no fakery. Putt Mossman was the World's Champion-horseshoe pitcher of 
all time.

The Prince 


Daredevils

Putt and Grace were a performing team, often augmented their act with 
motorcyclists recruited from local rubes. 


The bedazzled Indian rider, whose name is Adrian Villandre, retrieved his 
motorcycle slightly the worse for wear after Mossman was done for the day with 
crashing through burning walls, jumping over Grace’s supine form, sliding behind the 
machine and balancing all over it. Villandre went on to become a rather famous artist 
in Canada while Putt Mossman and Grace toured the cotton-candy belt, living their 
own, unique style of life. 

‘Talent a-plenty had Putt Mossman and the gift of gab, but big money always 
seemed to elude him. He came to Hollywood when the  two-reeler thrillers were 
consuming stuntmen at a terrific rate, but thé money they paid was nothing like the 
stars got. You were lucky not to starve between taking chances at a Forest Lawn 
address. One of Mossman’s acting roles required him to jump a motorcycle over an 
open drawbridge and come down the other side. He made it. 

Years later, in a London pub, Mossman bet an English gent 5,000 pounds that he 
could jump a motorcycle across the Thames. The wagers were placed on the opposite 
shore, Mossman commandeered a machine and roared toward one of the famous 
drawbridges as it opened to let a tall ship pass. He sailed into the air and both he and 
the motorcycle splashed into the busy river. But Putt Mossman swam to the other 
shore.and collected the jackpot, just as he said he would. 

Some of the stunts Mossman performed were so hazardous that he could only do 
them once. Besides, his equipment was not the finest, and circumstances didn’t 
always follow the script. On one occasion he decided to ride a motorcycle down a 
two-by-four bannister from the top of the grandstand while soaked in gasoline and 
ablaze. He favored Harley-Davidsons in his act but could not be bothered to keep 
them in repair.

TIME FOR EVALUATION 
In light of the past few District 37 
Enduros, I think it. is time we 
re-evaluate what Enduros are all about. 
The term ‘enduro’ is a misnomer. It 
implies a combined physical fitness test 
and hare and hound, Actually enduros 
have evolved into something quite 
different. They are generally considered 
to be a run over moderate terrain, 
stressing primarily time keeping ability 
and secondarily riding ability. Some 
clubs seem to feel that time keeping 
ability should be eliminated when their 
runs receive the title ‘National’. A case 
in point is the recent Last Chance 
National Enduro. This particular event 
was so difficult that District 37 number 
one enduro rider, Bob, Steffan, was 
disqualified for being more than an hour 
late. On the other hand, racer Al Lund 
(I think that’s what the name on the 
helmet was) competing without the aid 
of a speedometer, did quite well. He 
merely raced hare and hound style for 
most of the event. In short, the CEA 
badly mis-judged what local riders are 
looking for in the way of enduros. When 
we want to test our racing ability, we'll 
enter a race. When we want to test our 
riding and time keeping ability, we'll 
enter an enduro. If the CEA thinks 
otherwise, let them advertise next year's 
Last Chance as being as tough as this 
year's, and see how many entries they 
get.

LO-DESERT 
GROWS UP 


Like other outlying areas, the 
Coachella Valley of Southern California 
has always’ had problems promoting 
their motorcycle activities. Between 
Banning, Palm Springs, Indio and Blythe 
at least six active competition clubs 
promote races regularly. 

If you've ever ridden out of your 
district or home track area, you know 
that as a rule you are required to run a 
pie-plate number for the day. This is not 
meant to be a put-down, it simply 
makes scoring easier while distributing 
points for association numbers to those 
individuals other than yourself that have 
seen-fit to align themselves with the 
pomoting association. As in all outlying 
areas, Many youngsters are anxious to 
compete for the coveted No. 1, as are 
many oldsters. Unfortuntely пої 
everyone is able to make the long trek 
to District 37. events every week, which 
is where it's at if you want an earned 
number. 

In order to overcome these problems 
the Lo-Desert Racing Association has 
been formed. 

The main aim being to keep track of 
rider points earned at Lo-DRA point 
events held in the area. 

For a nominal $6 fee a member will 
receive a regulation number plate of 
proper color with number affixed and a 
1972 membership card listing his class 
and club affilation as well as a number 
starting at No. 10 in his class for ‘72 
use. This fee will cover the costs of the 
number plates and numbers, as well as 
the printing and postage involved. 

To kick-off the new season the 
Coachella Valley M.C. will present the 
first point run of the year on New 
Years. Day, Jan. 1, 1972, Hare 
Scrambles. The Desert Challengers M.C. 
of Palm Springs will present the second 
point run of the year on Jan. 2,1972,a 
European Scrambles. Association 
membership will not be required on 
these dates toward earned points, 
however, applications will be taken and 
points tabulated for all entries. 
Pie-plates will be run by all riders who 
have as yet to receive their 1972 
number. Any applications received 
during the months of December and 
January will be awarded the points they 
earned on Jan. 1 and 2. 

On Feb. 6, the Desert Challengers will 
present the third point run of the year. 
The Palm Springs 100. A 100 mile Hare 
and Hound. LDRA point runs after this 
date will be issued on a first come first 
served basis. 

An annual LDRA grand-finale race 
for dual points is being planned in 
conjunction with the. annual awards 
dinner, where the year's champions will 
be crowned. Trophies, jackets, etc. will 
be awarded during the evening and the 
top ten point club of the year will 
receive a special trophy for their riders 
efforts. ^

Well, Cycle News will be closed for 
vacation for two weeks so for two 
weeks I figured you'll need something 
to chew on. Even though we'll try and 
keep this in a light tone it is a problem 
and one that is approaching a head; the 
“Masters” class. 

By nature Americans are independent 
and motorcyclists are even more so. 
Getting a team to work out a problem 
can be as hard as getting two strings of 
bulldogs on amicable terms. 

Ever since the District 37 
Competition Committee ordered the 
re-count of motocross points which gave 
the number one plate to Tony Rogers 
instead of John Rice, we've been up to 
our ears in various stories as to why it 
was done or to cut out the folderole. 
Rumors are rampant! So we'll start with 
that situation and then progress on to 
the creation of a Masters class, should 
this come about. 

And I repeat: "Should it come 
about." It will even bring the District 
Board of Directors into it because like 
the U.S. Government, the District is run 
by a system of checks and balances, 
with each branch of the Commitee 
having enough power to stop one 
faction of it running off half-cocked in 
the wrong direction. 

The motocross plate. One rumor is 
that John R. lost it because of pressures 
brought to bear because he's a 
sponsored, or “professional”, rider. 
Now, whoever thought that one up has 
to be daft. If that was the reason just 
about everyone who has a number one 
District plate this year would fall into 
that classification, right? That had 
nothing to do with it. 

What did it was the Grand Prix 
situation. Last year there were rumbles 
about the way points were paid in 
Grand Prix to those going for motocross 
points but no one rumbled loud enough 


for the masses to really listen and think 
a bit. This year some of the masses 
woke up a bit and realized that the 
majority of motocross riders who can 
only afford one bike were getting 


. skunked by the ones who could afford 


two because of the way the points were 
paid. Not only that, but if you really get 
into that (if you'll excuse the 
expression) rule book, you can read it 
for yourself that the points were being 
paid incorrectly. Tony Rogers made the 
official protest on this but he was not 
the only one the Committee heard from 
on the subject. Personally, we heard 
riders expressing the opinion they didn't 
like it and a lot of them were struggling 
for a lower two-digit number just as 
hard as the boys riding for that number 
one. Getting one of the top 20 can 
mean more to you than one starting in 
the 30's or 40's. I once danced for an 
hour when I finally got a two-digit, No. 
98, and was happy as a clam the next 
year when I. dropped it into the 
seventies. 

Super-brain I am not but it's very 
clear that a number of people are a bit 
thick as to how the Grand Prix. points 
affected that race for the number one, 
so I'll explain as simply as possible and 
hope-to-Pete you'll understand it if you 
still can't see the reasoning of the 
Competition Committee. 

The first statement I get is something 
lie, *So what? You can ride any number 
of bikes you choose. It's only the best 
ride of the day you get paid points for." 
Correct. If you are a scrambles or a 
desert rider, regardless of weight 
division, your best ride gets you the 
points. So, ride three bikes in the 
Lightweight divisions Saturday and your 
best ride will earn you the points for the 
Lightweight plate you’re going after. 
With me so far? The rides you put in 
Sunday in the heavies earn points for 
the Heavyweight class. 

In motocross there are no divisions as

to lightweight and heavyweight. Only 
the one plate going to the number one 
man regardless of what size machine he 
rides and this is the little jewel that has 
caused the ruckus. Let’s say a rider 
going for that plate rides two bikes 
Saturday and gets his points for the best 
ride. He rides two bikes Sunday and gets 
paid points for his best ride for the same 
plate. Now where does that leave 
average Mr. Motocross with one bike? 
One chance for his points. If he doesn’t 
have two bikes he rides his one class as 
he usually does and hopes to finish and 
get points. The guy with more bikes 
able to ride both days and finishes both 
days was receiving double points for 
that same plate. Now if you can explain 
the fairness of that to me and the 
Competition Committee, go ahead, but 
do you understand it now? Hope so. 

John R. has often says he’ll ride for 
money, trophies, anything as long as he 
gets to ride and naturally it hurts to lose 
that number one plate when you 
thought you had it. From my “‘hot line” 
I get this feeling. Most people feel sorry 
it happened but it wasn’t fair in the first 
place and the system just happened to 
catch John R. They’re also sorry that 
the steward, who had all his points 
made up has to re-check the Grand Prix 
and then the subsequent changes when 
his hard work for the season was just 
about done. Me? I feel sorry for John’s 
sponsor, E. C. Birt. 

E.C. feels he made the decisions as to 
where John would ride and thereby cost 
him the number one. I think the 
decision would have come regardless of 
who was number one, and E.C. got 
caught by the system. Knowing John 
was getting double points for Grand 


Prix, he shunted his rider over to make 
some bread at the paying motocrosses 
thinking the GP’s had that plate sewed 
up for them. If that Masters class was in 
existence, the sponsored riders wouldn’t 
have to be dashing around all over hell 
and high water deciding where to ride 
and where not to ride. The Master plate 
would go to the rider who got the most 
District points, while the true sporting 
rider would be bashing around for his 
number one. 

Now, we'll give you the bit of fat to 
chew on for the next two weeks. How 
do you feel a Masters class could be set 
up fairly? I’m entitled to chuck in my 
two cents worth although I have no vote 
on the Competition Committee. I still 
have my rights as a District member and 
I lean this way: The fact that a man is 
sponsored shouldn’t automatically put 
him into the Masters class. There are 
guys who luck onto a sponsored but still 
don’t get way up there into the point 
standing. But if a man has ridden 
successfully as a paid professional, yes. 
No doubt he'll never make enough to 
live completely on what he could make 
as a motocross rider until he becomes a 
Class C pro and motocross grows up a 
bit more in this country, but making 
nice little sums of money during the 
season puts him into the Masters 
classification. If he's one of the very top 
riders you can bet he's being helped 
even if it's not a full sponsorship so his 
move into the Masters class would be 
graded on his finishing performances. 
Say a rider like J.N. Maybe they'd 
better create a Super-Master class for 
him (don't have a coronary on that one 
Larry Haley; I'm kidding). 

Lots of thought will have to go into it 
for if it comes about, it will require 
another steward. Me? I'll keep my finger 
on that pie for that new classification 
and while they're about it, how about 
another one? That is, Heavyweight and 
a Lightweight motocross divisions?

With his recent decision to devalue the dollar, coming on top of the import 
surcharge, President Nixon has opened wide the opportunity for a new American 
motorcycle manufacturer to start in business. 

The price of imported machines up to now has made it impossible for any 
domestic manufacturer except Harley-Davidson and some minibike assemblers to 
even think of competing. Besides, much of U.S. manufacturing was concentrated on 
producing war material, a no-risk, cost-plus operation. Now, with the war winding 
down and imports looking to cost as much as 1/5th higher than they used to, and the 
motorcycle market still heading straight up through the ‘70s, a new American brand 
on the motorcycle market is needed as never before. 

Recent experience should have made the need for more domestic manufacturers 
clear enough, as ships laden with merchandise waited at anchor up to three months 
for striking cargo handlers to unload them, while dealers went hungry. 

All of the components of a new all-American motorcycle can be assembled from 
available domestic parts except engines and gearboxes. So essentially, what I am 
looking for is a new American engine/gearbox manufacturer. Surely out there in this 
great land of technological know-how are'men with enough cranial candlepower to 
design a new motorcycle engine, and investors with enough foresight and 
determination to have it built! Е 

This newspaper will gladly serve as the communication medium to get the new 
all-American motorcycle project together. So if anyone reading this has an 
engine-gearbox design in his head, or a few thousand bucks to invest, or knows how 
to make forging dies, build a foundry, etc., write me a line and tell me your views on 
the subject. I personally fantasize a slow-turning, torquey 4-stroke twin with a 
5-speed gearbox, utilizing automobile components as much as possible, with a 
built-up crank (less costly in the short run) and cases precision cast by the "lost-wax" 
process to minimize machining. What's your dream?

WHAT THE CALIFORNIA MIC IS DOING 

Last week I dropped in on one of the new-member orientation meetings put on by 
the CMIC, and was favorably impressed by what I learned. President Ted Evans 
presented an audio-visual glimpse of what life would be like in the Golden State 
were it not for the MIC and CMIC and Lobbyist Russ Sanford's efforts in the state 
and national legislatures. It wouldn't have been very pleasant. 

Then Tom Heininger introduced his task force that has been cruising the state 
these past weeks in a membership roundup. Tom briefly outlined some of the 
positive benefits that the dealer organization can win for itself, such as electing 
politicians who are favorable to motorcycling's future and voting out those who 
aren't. Heininger pointed out that President Kennedy had been elected by a mere 
40,000 votes and we recalled that Nixon won office without even a majority of the 
vote. “Wouldn’t it be nice to have a President who rides a motorcycle?" concluded 
Heininger. Politicians have done worse for the sake of a few votes. 

Getting organized was just the first step for CMIC. Now that is accomplished, with 
a full-time staff of five and nearly half the state’s dealers as members, CMIC is 
devoting its energies to the big jobs ahead — making off-road registration work and 
advising the state on where to set up riding areas and trails; the looming no-fault 
insurance problem, from which street riders must be scrupulously excluded; political 
pressure for the benefit of motorcycling; statewide public relations and sales 
campaigns; and, we hope, some fun rides for the dealer and industry members, so it

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1.) If he understands the functions of the 
pocket tester, one of these can be an 
invaluable aid in diagnosing electrical 
problems. While the Kawasaki one shown here 
is rather expensive, smaller and cheaper ones 
can be purchased at electronic stores that will 
do the job usually required at home. 


2.) An invaluable aid to the two-stroke owner 
is the dial indicator and the adaptors that go 
with it. While in the $20 to $30 price range, 
the money is well spent for accurate timing 
can mean the life of an engine.

While it is simple 
in operation and doesn't give you a specific 
gravity count, it is very ample for the home 
workshop. 


7.) Woe be unto he who owns a BSA twin and 
has to take the engine apart. This is the puller 
set made to do the job. If he needs one, you 
could make it a happy new year for him, but 
they are in the $30 bracket. 


8. A little cheaper and simpler is this 
flywheel puller, this particular one will fit 
Honda, Yamaha, Suzuki, etc. but the thing to 
do is get the one for his particular bike, it is 
just that some of them will fit more than one 
brand. 


9.) A handy tool to go with the flywheel 
puller is this adjustable flywheel holding tool 
to hold the flywheel in position while 
loosening or tightening the center fixing nut 
and also the puller itself, 


10,) If he has been changing his tires with 
screwdrivers and a lot of cuss words, maybe a 
decent set of tools for tire changing would be 
in order. The ones on the left are the kind to 
purchase, the three on the right are supplied 
in some tool kits. 


11.) If you are really strapped for bread, you 
might go for something like these ‘poor man's 
ring compressors’, after all it’s the thought 
that counts. Just get some hose clamps that 
are his piston size and make a few dinks in 
them to catch the cylinder as it comes down 
and you have ring compressors. 


12.) Another item on the low cost list if your 
man owns one of the Honda models that give 
you an oil bath when setting the timing with a 
timing light, (90cc, 160cc, 350cc, etc.). It 
doesn't come with the hole, but just buy him 
a new one and when he opens it up on 
Christmas morn, you can tell him what to do 
with it (maybe I had better rephrase that).

Want to get confused? Just go out to 
your local, friendly motorcycle dealer 
and shop for a new helmet. Not since 
the days of the traveling snake oil 
salesmen have consumers been subjected 
to so many unsubstantiated claims. In 
fact, helmet manufacturers spend most 
of their advertising dollars showing you 
how good their helmets look and not 
how well they protect you. Your dealer, 
even if he is safety conscious, will try to 
sell you a good-looking helmet that he is 
making the biggest profit from. But 
don't hold it against the dealer; he 
probably is as misinformed about 
helmets as the rest of us. 

While shopping for a new helmet this 
year I realized that although I thought I 
was well-informed, I really knew very 
little about just how safe a helmet was. I 
had been lulled into a false feeling of 
security thinking that all those stickers 
inside that helmet I wanted would 
protect my head. Also, like most every 
bike rider, I was aware that there was 
some discussion over whether the new 
"space age" polycarbonate materials 
were as good as the time-proven 
fiberglass. The more I looked into

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helmets the more I realized that this was 
a highly technical subject that would 
take months of research to really learn 
anything of value. I read several articles 
in monthly magazines that, while 
informing me of the value of helmets, 
really didn’t tell me what brand was 
best. 

While in passing on what I have 
learned, let me emphasize that Cycle 
News has not checked every helmet on 
the market. The list is far too long and 
new brands come on the market every 
day. The brands that were checked were 
done on a "what was available" basis 
and without the knowledge of the 
makers. The purpose of this article is to 
pass on enough information to you so 
that you will be in a position to 
intelligently choose your next helmet. 
WHAT DO ALL THOSE 
STICKERS MEAN? 


The only way you can tell how safe a 
helmet really is, is to check the stickers 
inside. Dropping the thing on the floor 
or hitting it with a hammer will only tell 
you how good the finish is and not how 
well the helmet will protect your head.

organizations that supply the stickers 
arrived at their conclusions we'll have to 
learn a little about just what that helmet 
was designed to do. 

A safety helmet consists of three 
major parts: The shell, the liner and the 
strap that holds the helmet on your 
head. The shell is merely the container 
for the liner, which is what really absorbs 
any impact you may receive when you 
crash. Until 1957, almost all helmets 
used foam rubber as a liner. It was very 
comfortable and felt like it would 
protect you. Unfortunately, foam 
rubber, having a high rebound rate, only 
transmitted any impact your shell 
received right on through to your head. 
There were plenty of people around 
who had perfectly unscarred heads, but 
cracked skulls or bruised brains as a 
result of foam liners. Helmets protected 
the scalp but not the head. 

In 1956 a Southern California sports 
car racer, Pete Snell, died from brain 
damage caused in a racing accident. His 
death led to the formation of the Snell 
Memorial Foundation to investigate 
what could be done to improve safety 
helmets.

conducted many, many tests using dead 
bodies. The tests were somewhat 
controversial, but they resulted in new 
helmet liners that would crush on 
impact and not transmit as much of the 
shock of impact through to your skull 
and brain. The foundation subsequently 
set up a set of standards by which to 
approve helmets and if the helmet you 
are looking at has a Snell Foundation 
sticker in it, it has passed the most rigid 
set of tests that there are in the world 
today for helmets. The Snell 

Foundation has, over the years, 

upgraded their tests and the most rigid 

yet are the 1970 specs. The foundation 

still uses cadavers for certain tests when 

they have a particular problem. Tests 

used by most other testing organizations 

use “dummy” head forms that stimulate 
' an actual head and while good, cannot 
exactly duplicate a human head under 
all conditions. 

Almost every helmet you check will 
have a sticker that says ‘U.S.A, 
S.1.290.1-1966"' or A.An.S.I. 
Z90.1-1966. The helmet sticker will 
usually say that the helmet exceeds 
these standards or that it conforms to 
these standards. The American National 
Standards Institute drew up a set of 
specifications in 1966 for Road Users 
Safety Helmets. You'll notice that the 
above says "road users" and nothing 
about racers. The standards were set up 
by a committee of experts with Dr. 
George Snively as chairman. This is the 
same Dr. Snively from the Snell 
Foundation. The standards were the

and required several different tests with 
complicated equipment such as used by 
the Snell Foundation to check how safe 
the helmet was. Three basic types of 
tests are performed under the Z-90 
standards: A shock absorption test and 
a retention system test to check the 
neck strap.

speed under 13 miles per hour. If the 
helmet does not have a Z90 sticker and 
your helmeted head gets a direct blow 
at any speed exceeding 13 mph, you can 
probably forget getting a new helmet as 
you probably won’t be with us any 
more. Of course, most of us who have 
been riding for awhile have fallen at 
speeds exceeding 13 miles per hour and 
probably received no more damage than 
gravel rash or some bent bones. But, if 
your helmet has had some sharp blows, 
it’s best that you either send it back to 
the manufacturer for a check or get a 
new one. 

The American National Standards 
Institute does not conduct the Z90 
tests. It is up to the manufacturer to 
test his helmets either himself or let 
some independent laboratory do it. 
When you see a Z90 sticker in a helmet, 
you are taking the manufacturer's word 
that his helmet exceed these standards. 
A.N.S.l. does not police the 
manufacturers, and even if one of a 
manufacturer's helmet passed the tests, 
it does not necessarily mean that the 
one you buy does. 

A. new sticker that you will be seeing 
more and more of, is the yellow 
S.H.C.A. sticker. The Safety Helmet 
Council of America is a non-profit 
organization that is made up of helmet 
manufacturers and interested parties to 
police the manufacturers. The yellow 
S.H.C.A. sticker means that the 
manufacturer’s helmet exceeds the Z90 
requirements and that he has agreed to

The  S.H.C.A. conducts random 
sampling of helmets by buying them off 
the shelf around the country and testing 
the helmet to the entire 790 
specification. If your helmet has this 
sticker, you can be fairly certain that 
‘you have a helmet that exceeds the Z90 
standards. The S.H.C.A. standards are 
rigid and each sticker carries its own 
serial number so that the council can 
trace to the exact time the helmet was 
made and what batch it came from. 


AMERICAN WHAT 
ASSOCIATION? 


Just about every helmet you will ever 
see has a little round AMA “Group 1” 
sticker in it. It will say that this helmet 
is approved for competition by the 
AMA. We don’t know just what tests 
the AMA conducted when they were 
issuing this sticker, but the AMA does 
not test helmets anymore. They have 
done away with any specifications for 
approving helmets under the “Group 1” 
label. The AMA will be using the 
S.H.C.A. sticker for the approval of 
helmets in the future, since this sticker 
carries a serial' number by which they 
can trace where the helmet came from 
and if a racer has a hard fall, they can 
check to see if he has replaced his 
helmet. The AMA “Group 1” sticker is 
now meaningless. Manufacturer 
continue to use it, however, perhaps in 
the hope that buyers will confuse it 
with American Medical Association 
approval.

eight years ago any helmet you were 
likely to buy offered only protection 
against the weather, almost every 
helmet offers fairly good protection 
now. Few of them will probably save 
you if the helmet makes direct contact 
with a telephone pole, curb, wall or 
automobile at any speed over 15 miles 
per hour, with your head inside. 

If you're going to use the helmet on a 
bike that will not exceed 15 mph the 
Z90 sticker will probably be enough. If 
you're going to travel at high speeds 
(over 15 mph) or race, you need, at the 
very minimum, the yellow S.H.C.A. 
sticker or the Snell Foundation sticker. 


By the way, the Snell Foundation also 
conducts random sampling of helmets 
that carry their sticker. If the helmet 
has none of these stickers, you better be 
a very good friend of the manufacturer 
so that you know just what precautions 
he takes when he makes your helmet, or 
you better have several thousand dollars 
to tie up in testing equipment. 

SOME OTHER THINGS TO 
LOOK FOR 


Even if the helmet you want has all 
the approvals, this doesn't necessarily 
mean that you're going to enjoy wearing 
it. You have to select a helmet that fits 
properly and one that gives you good 
vision. The first time you get over 50 
mph on your bike with your new 
helmet, you may find that the wind 
noise is intolerable. It might be best to 
make a deal with your dealer for a short 
road test before you buy it. Take a ride 
and make sure that y ou can see properly

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countries, but most of the helmets you 
look at wil be either American or 
Japanese. The Japanese helmets are 
usually fiberglass and their shells are 
generally some of the highest quality 
fiberglass around. If you don’t know the 
manufacturer, you'll have to check 
those stickers for any safety evaluation 
that you need. Most of the Japanese 
helmets will have at least a Z90'and in 
many cases a Snell sticker. I have an 
“HA” helmet that has a Snell sticker 
and it is very comfortable on my head. 
It is a little on the heavy side, but offers 
good insulation from wind noise. 

Of the Japanese helmets I checked, 
almost all were on the heavy side. This 
is due to the high density of 
the shell and the extra padding in the 
liner for comfort. The Japanese 
products are generally on the order of 
their motorcycles; i.e., good quality for 
the price. 

Of the American helmets, there is 
more variety. I spent a day at Grant 
Helmets in Los Angeles and while they 
don't at this time carry a Snell sticker or 
the S.H.C.A. sticker, they seem to be 
very conscientious about their product. 
They have one of the most complete 
testing labs I've ever seen and it is not 
just for show as they test every batch of 
helmets that come out of their factory. 
It is a good thing that they are 
concerned about whether their product 
is safe or not as they sell more helmets 
than anyone, marketing under several 
different brand names. A lot of their 
helmets are sold for a “price” through 
discount department stores and while

the stores may sell them cheap, the 
buyer is getting a bargain, as Grant’s 
cheapest helmet will exceed the Z90 
standards. Grant shells are 
polycarbonate. 

Bell is probably one of the best 
known of the American helmets. They 
have been innovators in the industry 
and any Bell you pick up will have all of 
the trick stickers. The reason being that 
Bell markets a product that will pass 
any test by any lab now approving 
helmets. Bell shells are fiberglass. I own 
two Bells and they are the most 
comfortable I’ve ever had. You must 
keep in mind that my head may be 
different from yours when I speak of 
comfort. Bell has a complete test facility 
which was used in developing the 
Z-90 standards by ASA. 

Another big American manufacturer 
is American Safety Equipment Corp. 
They market the Buco line of helmets. 
For years Buco would not submit their 
helmets to anyone for approval. They 
have their own very elaborate testing 
labs and they developed their own set of 
standards. They finally got a Snell 
sticker but they really didn’t need it 
except for people like you and me who 
didn’t know how good their testing was. 

Buco helmets were fiberglass until 
recently and now they have switched to 
polycarbonate material for the shell, 
The helmet no longer carries a Snell 
sticker, but this doesn’t mean that the 
helmet is not safe, as Buco is very strict 
in their testing. 

In fact, at this time no polycarbonate 
helmet carries a Snell sticker. Checking

into this, I called the Snell foundation 
and was informed that they didn’t care 
what material a shell was made from, all 
they were concerned about was whether 
the helmet passed their tests or not. I 
seen some of the Snell tests 
performed on polycarbonate shells with 
the same liner that was used in a 
fiberglass shell and while the results 
were different, the amount of “Gs” that 
AR 


the head form took inside the liner was 
about the same. In other words, from a 
standpoint of impact and penetration, 
the head survived in either type shell 
with a good liner. Buco also doesn’t 
carry the S.H.C.A. sticker, but they are 
deeply involved in AMA professional 
racing and since AMA is going to require 
the S.H.C.A. sticker in 1972, you can 
figure that they will soon have this.

I own a Buco helmet also. (I guess 
you might call me a helmet freak; I own 
some 20 helmets). It is уегу 
comfortable and the wind noise is 
tolerable. One thing I have notice is that 
when riding motocross or really fast in 
the woods, the Buco will drop over my 
forehead enough to pull my goggles out 
of position, making it very hard to see. 
The helmet is constructed in such a 
manner that the brow part of the 
helmet is lower than most any other 
helmet. Bucos reasoning behind this 
seems to be that this brow area is the 
weakest point on a helmet and so they 
have designed their helmet for more 
strength in this area. 

They have a really different helmet 
and having their own standards has 
resulted in a different looking product. 
With a face shield, the helmet is quite 
comfortable for motocross or other 
types of racing and I noticed none of 
the problems that I had when wearing 
goggles. 

I have a couple of Premier helmets 
that I have been evaluating. They are 
fiberglass and have the best outside 
finish I’ve ever seen. The paint jobs are 
really out of sight. They exceed the Z90 
specs and are very comfortable. One 
model has a sound hole, which the 
manufacturer refers to as the 


“Prem-sonic” hearing device. When you | 


are wearing the helmet you can hear 
normal voices just like you weren’t 
wearing a helmet, but when you are 
exposed to a loud noise such as a 
screaming two-stroke engine, the noise

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1972 Models..Changes for the

Autumn means more than football, 
colored leaves, and brisk nights to the 
motorcyclist. It’s a new model 
introduction time and boy, do we have 
a plethora of new machines and 
improvements for 1972. Honda and 
Norton are waiting until January or 
February to spring their newies on us, 
but their announcements can’t help but 
seem anticlimactic after seeing what 
we've got already. 

Motorcycle manufacturers have 
learned a lot from Detroit about the 
introduction and promotion of new 
models. Press previews (a Japanese firm 
held theirs on the Queen Mary), 
four-color magazine spreads, and slick 
brochures make sure that the new 
product catches the public's eye. 
Kawasaki copied a technique used in the 
introduction of the Datsun 240-Z. They 
brought a couple of their new 750's into 
the States a few months ago and let 
them run the magazine road test circuit. 
Although the bike won't even be 
available until after the holidays, 
Kawasaki has hundreds of advance 
orders for the machine. Lots of buyers 
were committed to their product by the 
cheap and effective advertising. 

Most of the razzle-dazzle for ‘72 will 
be provided by the major Japanese 
two-stroke makers. They have all made 
significant additions to their touring and 
enduro lines. Yamaha, Kawasaki, and 
Suzuki have enough machinery among 
them to play tiddlywinks with an 
indecisive buyer's mind. The European 
and American factories have countered 
with significant changes and additions 
of their own. 


YAMAHA 


Yamaha was the first manufacturer to 
get its ‘72 models to  dealer's 
showrooms. They've done some 
restyling and engine work on their 
Enduros and resurrected a popular 
street model. 

The highly successful Enduro line has 
gone through its biggest new model 
changes since the introduction of the 
DT-1 in 1968. Big news is in the engine 
department, where Torque Induction is 
the word. Torque Induction is Yamaha's 
monicker for reed induction. Reed 
valves are now standard on all Enduro 
models in the first wholesale use of the 
system in the industry. As most 
two-stroke aficianados already know, 
the reed valve provides a better 
crankcase seal and improves breathing 
throughout the range, but most of the 
benefit comes at the bottom end of the 
RPM scale. Two-strokes need a little 
help because the crankcase induction 
system gets a little confused when the 
mixture is dribbling in at low R's. The 


М, 


reed valve also prevents engine heat 
from transferring to the carburetor, an 
instrument that works best when cool. 
Private tuners often use reed setups in 
small displacement two-strokes, but 
they have had to adapt go-cart reeds to 
motorcycle engines. In order to 
accommodate the Torque Induction, 
Yamaha has increased theirscavenging 
efficiency by doing extensive port work 
and adding a hole in the piston skirt to 
allow crankcase pressure to operate the 
reeds. 

Other changes in the Enduro line 
include restyled gas tanks that fit well 
into the overall styling motif and 
slightly modified suspension 
components. Frames have also been 
redesigned to give the bikes a lower 
center of gravity. Brand new for '72 isa 
100cc Enduro model. 

MX counterparts for all Enduro 
models, except the 175, will be 
available. But this year they won't be 
hopped-up versions of existing bikes. 


Yamaha's ‘72 MX’s look like they mean 
business and should capture the lion's 
share of the production race bike 
market. A list of features includes alloy 
wheels and hubs, aluminum fork legs, 
floating rear brake, and a new frame and 
magneto. A high level exhaust system, 
quite similar to Husqvarna's, is standard 
along with Autolube oiling. The 125, 
250, and 360 models weigh in at 202, 
224, and 227 Ibs. respectively. 
Yamaha’s styling department really 
outdid themselves on the motocross 
models. New fenders, seat and gas tanks 
make the machines look very clean and 
functional. No frills at all, the only 
superfluous appearance item is a tasteful 
red or black stripe on the fuel tank. 
Better get some cash down to your local 
dealer if you lust after a new Yamaha 
MX. I'm betting they won't stick 
around the showroom long. 

Yamaha's street bike line has grown 
with the addition of a 250 twin. 
Designated the DS-7, the new. model is

not a reincarnation of an earlier 250, 
but an entirely new design inspired by 
the popular 350 twin. As a matter of 
fact, the 1972 250 and 350 twins would 
be impossible to tell apart if Yamaha 
hadn't been kind enough to put the 
engine size on the side covers. Last 
year's 350 was a machine highly 
regarded by both the press and the 
buying public. The 250 should provide 
the same performance and reliability for 
a few bucks less. 

Top of the line 650 Yammie has a 
nifty new front disc brake and an 
electric starter for '72. Now the younger 
set has two Mini-Enduro models to bug 
their parents about. The new model is 
street-legal and, along with the 
Mini-MX, should have dad crying 
“Uncle”. 


SUZUKI 


Suzuki has chosen the Banzai method 
of introducting their three cylinder 
models: all at once. The new line is 
headed by the LeMans, a water-cooled 
750 two-stroke. Two air-cooled models 
have the unorthodox engine sizes of 550 
and 380cc's and are called Indy and 
Sebring. Though the machines are 
beautifully finished and detailed, overall 
styling is “Kandy Kolor, Tangerine 
Flake, Streamline Baby”. Their basically 
simple designs are a bit cluttered, each 
part begs to be noticed. With models 
that so closely parallel Kawasaki’s, 
styling may be a big factor in market 
acceptance. 

The 750 is a very sophisticated 
machine and the first postwar 
water-cooled production motorcycle. Its 
five-quart radiator is mounted in front 
of the engine on the frame down-tubes. 
In the event that a LeMans rider is stuck 
in heavy traffic, there is an electrical fan 
that cuts on automatically when the 
coolant gets too hot. Engine layout is 
consistent with contemporary 
3-cylinder | motorcycle powerplant 
design, though the water jackets make it 
look peculiar. Suzuki has gone Kawasaki 
one better and fit an electric starter on 
their 750. Added bulk from the cooling 
equipment, starter, and extra exhaust 
pipe (the machine has 4) push the dry 
weight up to 472 Ibs; fifty pounds more 
than the Kawasaki and. about;the same 
as the Honda and limey heavies. Suzuki 





is sticking with drum brakes for its 


multis, the 750 has a very functional . 


double panel, four shoe front unit. 
Primarily intended for touring, the 
LeMans comes with full instrumentation 
(including water temp gauge), 4.5 gallon 
fuel tank, and a seat that looks as 
comfortable as my water bed. 

The smaller, air cooled Suzuki threes 
are styled a bit more conservatively than 
the 750, except for the cylinders and 
heads, which I won't even try to 
describe. Fifty and 38 horsepower are 
claimed for the 550 and 380 
respectively. Taking the odd 
displacement figures into consideration, 
they are slightly overweight and 
underpowered when compared to the 
closest Kawasaki models. But that’s 
fine, because Suzuki is aiming for 
dependability even at the expense of 
losing a few tavern-to-tavern races. The 
little and middle triples also have the 
extra exhaust pipe (the center pipe is 
splayed) and the 550 shares the electric 
starter. CCI automatic oil injection is 
standard on all Suzuki models. 

Few Suzuki threes will be found 
under Christmas trees this year. First 
deliveries of the 750 and 380 aren’t 
scheduled until February and we’ll have 
to wait until April for the 550 Indy. 

Suzuki’s TM 400 motocrosser has a 
little brother for ‘72 called the TM 250 
MX. Close examination reveals that the 
new race bike is a separate entity, but 
the two models are similar enough to 
make easy comparisons. Frame 
configuration is basically the same, but 
the rear down-tube splits about halfway 
down rather than being two distinct 
members, as on the 400. There seems to 
be additional triangulation around the 
250’s steering head. 

In motocross competition the smaller 
engine will have to work harder and get 
hotter. Barrel and head have been given 
larger cooling fins to counter any 
overheating tendency. Additional 
cooling was obtained by tilting the 
engine forward a few more degrees to 
put.more of the top end in the 
airstream. 

The TM 250, called the Champion, 
puts out 30 hp at 7500 rpm and 21.0 ft. 
Ibs. of torque at 7000. “Compression 
ratio” is up a full point from the 400 to 
7.5:1. Identical 34mm carbs feed both 
Suzuki *crossers. Everything in the 250's 
engine compartment is tucked away 
nicely; it’s very compact and meaty 
looking. Suzuki engineers have relocated 
the clutch-actuating linkage to eliminate 
the vulnerable cable and lever on the 
right side cover that is a problem for 
400 crashers. Alloy wheels are standard 
on both bikes and the 400 has a larger 
oil tank this year. At 220 Ibs., the new 
Suzuki model is four pounds lighter 
than its closest competitor, the Yamaha 
250MX. 

Both Suzuki motocrossers have flashy 
yellow paint jobs and should have 
competitors seeing red if the factory can 
keep up the production demand 
stimulated by all the new models. 

As expected, the 400 engine has been 
detuned and mounted in a street-legal 
enduro-type rig. A 19” front wheel and 
trials pattern tires carry the machine.

looks like a 400 MX bedecked in street 
finery. 

A new 125, the Prospector, is another 
addition the Suzuki's trail line. It is 
similar to the 125 Duster, but has an 
eight-(count ‘em) speed gearbox. The 
remainder of Suzuki’s enduro line has 
received mild styling updates to let the 
neighbors know they’re 72’s. 


Kawasaki's nifty new 750cc. 


KAWASAKI 

Top news from Kawasaki this year is 
the addition of two new three-cylinder 
models, the forementioned 750 and 
350. The 500 has, of course, been 
retained and given a flashy new paint 
job and front fender. Often faulted for 
not having brakes capable of controlling 
its super performance, the '72 500 
shares a front disc with the 750 to quiet 
the critics. 

Kawasaki has taken a rather bold 
styling step on its 750 and 350 triples. 
Rear fender, seat, and taillight are 
combined in a rather heavy-looking 
upswept ensemble. The package is sort 
of a Japanese version of Super-Glide 
styling and is not bad-looking once you 
get used to it. 

With its huge displacement, the 750’s 
engine can afford to be in a milder state 
of tune than the 500, and it is. A more 
tractable engine that develops peak 
horsepower (74) and torque (57.1) at 
relatively slow engine speeds is the 
result. One of the nicer features on the 
H-1 500 was its Capacitor Discharge 
ignition. Rising manufacturing costs 
have forced Kawasaki to make the CD 
optional on the ‘72 Mach III. Stockers 
come with three coils and three sets of 
points just like the 350. CDI is standard 
on the top of the line 750. 

A growing array of three cylinder 
machines has allowed the factory to 
drop the 250 and 350 twins. The 250 
twin will be replaced by a 250 triple, 
although probably not until next fall. 

For those of us with sensitive optic 
nerves, Kawasaki has mercifully 
dropped the laser stripe styling of the 
‘71 Enduros. A more tasteful, narrow 


stripe adorns the gas tanks. Any changes 


in the '72 Kawasaki Enduro line are . 


mostly capitulations to the yearly 


"model change syndrome. Their bikes 


were revamped considerably for the 
1971 model year. 


PENTON 


Penton released their 100 and 125 
six-speeds late last summer. We can look 


forward to a few 175's showing up in 
early 1972; The blue enduro models will 
have the same frame as the smaller 
Pentons. DIN rated at 24 hp, the engine 
will drink from a 27.5 mm Bing 
Center-Float carb and be fired by 
Moto-Plat solid-state ignition. It will 
also be a six-speed. 


Penton 125cc. 


BSA & TRIUMPH 

Both BSA and Triumph were 
extensively redesigned and restyled in 
1971, so the new models have only 
detail changes. The “classic” look is in 
at BSA this year. They’ve gone back to 
painting their frames black and last 
year’s two-tone gas tank is now a solid 
color. I think they’re the nicest-looking 
Beezers ever built. Absent from the 
1972 BSA catalog is the 650 Firebird 
Scrambler. 

BSA recently took over the stateside 
distribution of Rickman-Metisse 
motorcycles. Dealers will be able to 
handle both their own 500 singles and 
the unchanged R-M line. BSA dealers 
have been burdened with ersatz dirt 
bikes for too long; now they have real 
go-fasters in two separate brands. 

Triumph has ‘retained its classic 
styling and midly restriped their “72 gas 
tanks. In their new literature, BSA and 
Triumph are specifying the exhaust 
noise levels of the machines. Readings 
are given in decibels at 50 feet. A good 
idea. 


BULTACO 

Bultaco has a very impressive array of 
new models and features. Improvements 
to their motocross line include a new 
125 Pursang and a significantly updated 
250. It looks like Bultaco will mount a 
serious assault on the nation’s 
motocross tracks in 1972. 

125 class riders no longer have to 
modify the Sherpa S if they want to 
moto a Bul. The new Pursang 125 is a 
scaled down version of the 250 with a 


lot more power than the old Sherpa. All 


_the improvements made to the 250 


Pursang also appear in the smaller 
version. 

Pursang Mark V’s have a new, lighter 
frame that’s stronger and affords a 
lower center of gravity. Swingarm has 
also been rendered more rigid. A new 
alloy hub is fitted to the water-proofed 
front brakes. The restyled fender and 
seat combo and the chamber are tucked 
in a little closer to the frame to protect 
them during spills. Air coming into the 
‘72 Pursang engines will be treated more 
efficaciously by the new foam filter and 
air box. A more sophisticated carb that 
should help prevent flooding is 
included. Maximum torque is now 
achieved at 7000 rpm's as a result of the 
induction and porting changes. The new 
bikes should be cooler running with the 
larger fins on the cylinder and head. 

Another new Bultaco race-job, the 
250 Astro, will be available next year. 
Bultaco's success at the flat-track ovals 
inspired their engineersto create a model 
specifically for the roundy-rounders. 
The Astro will use a specially modified 
Pursang engine tuned to develop peak 
pull at 8500 rpm. A narrower 
powerband will give the tracker 4.5 
additional horsepower. Ossa’s Dick 
Mann Replica now has a Spanish 
competitor. 

Dropping the 125 Sherpa has allowed 
Bultaco to concentrate on the 175 and 
200 versions. They have lighter fenders 
and a new, tucked-in exhaust system. 
Flashy new fiberglass pieces brighten 
their overall styling. 

The 125 and 175 Lobitos got the 
styling touch, as well. A new gas tank, 
fender, and seat combination is finished 
in bright yellow and mounted on a 
redesigned frame. Increased skeletal 


. rigidity. and lower center of gravity 


should make the ‘72 Lobito handle 
better. Well protected from the 
elements are the relocated ignition 
switch, now under the seat, and air filter 
box. 

Bultaco’s Sherpa T trialer has an 
auxiliary silencer and higher front 
fender this year. Narrower footrests will 
be less likely to hang up on trials course 
obstacles. A mud, grit and water 
resistant nylon twistgrip is also new on 
the T. 

A new, superlight Bultaco 250 
enduro, called the Alpina, shares the 
Sherpa’s frame. Already selling as fast as 
dealers can get them, the Alpina weighs 
only 217 lbs. wet and combines the best 
features of the trials model and the 
Matador. Low and medium speed 
handling are superb. Maximum torque 
and horsepower are developed at only 
4500 and 5500 rpm’s. A big gas tank 
carries 2.5 gallons without getting in the 
standing rider’s way. Full lighting 
equipment is standard, as is the 21” 
front wheel. 


OSSA 

Yankee Motors, U.S. Ossa distributor, 
tells us that their current models have 
changed very little from last year, with 
one major exception. A new trials 250 
called the Mick Andrews Replica, or 
MAR for you in-kids, will replace the 
Plonker. I kind of hate to see the 
Plonker go just because of its neat 
name, but the new MAR should prove a 
worthy replacement. It’s going to be 
shorter and lighter. Wheelbase is down

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three inches to 50 and the new bike 
weighs only 202 lbs. wet. MAR riders 
won't have to worry about hanging the 
frame on obstacles unless they're over 
10% inches high. Hopefully, the Mick 
Andrews Ossa will be available in larger 
numbers than its predecessor. For every 
Plonker plonking, there was a parade of 
Prospective Plonker purchasers pursuing 
a Plonker to plonk. 

An enduro verison of Yankee’s 500 
twin, in R&D for several years, should 
make its appearance in the early spring. 


МОМТЕЅА, 

For the last several years Montesa has 
seemed contented languishing in the 
background of U.S. motorcycling. One 
of the major problems has been getting 
enough machines over here to fill 
demands created by stateside 
promotion. Montesas will be in better 
supply this year and the factory will 
attempt to score a bigger share of the 
American market. 

Hoping to make the 250 King 
Scorpion the foundation of the line, 
Montesa has brightened the model up a 
bit. No major reworking, just detail 
performance and reliability 
improvements. 

Trials riding is rapidly increasing in 
popularity and Montesa’s 247 Cota has 
not been available in large enough 
numbers to fill the need created by the 
boom. A larger part of their production 
facilities will be devoted to the new 
“goat”. Cota’s transmission has been 
reworked to shift better and last longer. 
An added benefit of the redesign is a 
reduction in overall width by 134". 
Work has been done on the bottom end 
to improve engine balance. Up above, 
induction efficiency is boosted by the 
addition of a windowed piston. New 
rear shocks and general strengthening of 
crash-vulnerable parts are features on 
the ‘72 Cota. The 50cc Cota Mini-Trails, 
introduced last October, should be well 
accepted by the 1-11 set in its first full 
year on the market. 

Although the grey Montesa Cappra 
125 and 250 MX’s were only released a 
few months ago, they have already gone 
through. some changes. Both bikes have 
slightly more powerful engines with the 
125 picking up a beefier frame. 


HARLEY-DAVIDSON 

With the Japanese and British 750’s 
singing “Bye, Bye Miss American Pie” 
to the Sportster, H-D has opted to 
punch out their superbike to 1000cc’s. 
A new Bendix carb replaces the feisty 
Tillotson that juiced previous models. 
The larger displacement engine is carried 
in tastefully restyled running gear that 
makes the bike look even leaner and 
hungrier. 1972 CH’s outwardly resemble 
the 750 XR, one of the baddest-looking 
race bikes around. A black paint job, 
interrupted only by a small emblem and 
tri-color swirl, accentuates the internally 
sprung forks and curved seat. Cylinder 
jogs are also black. Electric starter is 
optional on the big Harley performance 
bike. 

For those who measure out their lives 
in cubic inches, H-D offers the 74" 
Super Glide and Electra-Glide. Styling 
on the new Super-Glide has been toned 
down considerably from the “Captain 
America” model. New front disc brakes 
are now available on the Electra-Glide. 

Harley’s popular Baja 100 has a new 
front fender mounted high off the 
wheel. A new single ring piston is fitted 


and a flywheel magneto provides more 


spark for the powerplant. 


BMW. 

BMW entered the superbike youth 
market a couple of years ago by giving 
their sedate tourers a lot more power 
and style. '72 BMW's have been prettied 
up even more and mechanically 


updated. An option of silver or blue 
paint adorns the reshaped 4% gallon gas 
tank and a more comfy seat is provided 
for long trips. Side and center stands 
have been redesigned to retract 
automatically. The famous opposed 


twin is now quieter because of roll pins 
inserted in the cylinder fins to subdue 
vibration ringing. Carburetor slides and 
jetting have been changed to make the 
big twins smoother. BMW’s electrical 
harnesses are now circuited to accept 
fuses. Straight mufflers and a wider rim 


also grace the new “Wunderbikes”. But 
the old push-pin ignition switch is still 
the same. 


JAWA-CZ 
CZ hit the market with their new 


The Montesa 250cc Cota. 


motocrossers last summer. There will be 
no change in the yellow racers in the 
early months of 1972 at least, but Jawa 
expects to market Enduro counterparts 
of the 250 and 400 sometime next year. 
The new Jawa street roadsters will grace 


Yankee capitalist highways in ‘72. An 
identical frame will carry 125 and 175cc 
engines. They are priced to compete 
with their Japanese equivalents. The 
single cylinder five-speed incorporates 
features from both the motocross 
models and the 350 Californian. The 


Harley Baja. 


175 engine also appears in a 
dualpurpose model called the Trail 
Boss. Jawa's literature claims that when 
you try the Trail Boss *'...you'll want to 
shun your spurs and shout ‘whoopee’!”’ 
Far out. 


MAICO 


All the bikes that Maico sends to this 
country are racers. Hence, there are no 
yearly model changes, per se. 
Improvements may appear at any time 
as the factory constantly updates the 
machines. There are several such 
changes in the Maicos currently being 
shipped to dealers. 

New rubber-mounted handlebars 
should help prevent rider fatigue due to 
high-frequency vibration. A slightly 
modified frame has stronger shock 
mounts and is narrower at the seat. 
Swingarm has been extended one inch 
and reworked to keep the chain from 
trying to saw it in half. '72 Maicos have 
stronger front rims and a new two 
gallon fuel tank. 


In the go-power department, more 
horses have been extracted from the 
250 by port reworking. Cylinders are 
being machined to a closer tolerance. 
Maico ignition coils have occasionally 
failed due to their proximity to engine 
heat. A new, external secondary coil is 
mounted away from the motor. Oh 
yeah...Maico's got a new tank decal. 


Maico's West Coast distributor, Frank 
Cooper, is producing his own 
motorcycle in 1972. It will be called, 
oddly enough, the Cooper. Only one 
model is slated for production, a 250 
enduro with exactly the same steering 
geometry as a Maico. Moto-Islo's giant 
factory in Saltillo, Mexico, will 
manufacture the bike to Cooper's specs. 
The first production model should 
arrive in Burbank this week.

AND BESIDES... 


Several bike makers won't be redoing 
their machines for 1972. Husqvarna, 
Puch, and DKW are not planning any 
changes, or if they are, they're not 
talking about it. Husky remains 
tight-lipped about the future of its 125 
motocrosser. Cycle News will keep you 
posted when Honda and Norton release 
their new bikes. 

Well, there you have it, gang; a new 
playtoy for everybody. Street riders 
have enough superbikes to saturate 
every drive-in in town. Off-roaders can 
take to the hills on more powerful, 
reliable, and, hopefully, quieter mounts. 
And the guy who gets his thrills 
vicariously by watching will have 
frosted eyeballs. 


THE ULTIMATE

It had been a long time, but at last he was coming. 
The Man, The Champ — Mick Andrews was coming to 
one of our events. It boggled the mind, all must be 
placed in readiness, offerings must be made to the 
snow gods to hold the white plague until after 
November 28. Six years of groundwork was at last 
ready to bear fruit. a 

Those twisted minds who look upon a horrendeous 
rock pile and drool, wring their hands, and mumble “ 
“beautiful, beautiful”, were in charge of section 
layout. It was touted the Man liked rock, He should 
love this event. “Good God, nobody can ride that!” 
came the hue and cry of the amazed onlookers. “He’s 
the Champ, He can do it!” replied the layout crew, all 
the time mumbling words like “perfect”, “beautiful”, 
“unreal”, half sadist, half fiend, they marked 
the sections well. 

Section One was simple: Up the creek through 
the boulder-stewn bottom of a sheer-walled gorge 
and up over the face of a five-foot bedrock water- 
fall, then exit up the creek. Simple for the alyout 
crew, that is. A Start Sign and an End Sign, the rest 
was bounded by vertical rock. 

Section Four — Straight up the rocky creek bed, 
very large rock with several choices of line, all bad. 

There was no place in any section that would 
allow the rider to break concentration. If he 
did, he soon found himself displaying his crank- 
case to the crowd. 

There it was, nine sections all ready for the 
approval of The Champion. Would they meet his 
standards? Would they be too easy? Too hard? 

This was an anxious time. 

The day of the school finally came, the weather 
held, we were ready. Andrews arrived along with 
his lovely wife Jill and Cal Krefft, Eastern Sales 
Manager for Yankee, the Ossa distributor for 
the U.S. 

Wilbanks: Would you like to look over the area? 

Mick: Yes, it looks to be a beautiful place you 
have here. 

Wilbanks: This is Section One. 

Mick: Lovely, but a bit deep. 

Wilbanks: We have bets placed on whether or not 
you can clean it. 

Mick: You're not getting me down into that, 
first thing. 

The school gave everyone some good tips on 
improving his score. Andrews rode everything in 
low gear wound about half out. It was apparent 
from the start that he wasn't afraid to turn the Ossa 
engine in low gear. One of the main points of the 
school was to kill the old rule of crossing an 
adverse camber. Andrews pointed out that when 
working with Dunlop they performed tests of dif 
different tires on slanted glass plates to observe 
the best method of obtaining full tire contact with 
a slanted surface. ‘Leave the bike straight up as if 
you were on flat ground, don’t follow the old way 
of keeping the bike perpendicular to the slope, 
place all your body weight on the downhill peg, 
shift your body to the outside, you'll find you get 
the best grip this way." 

After the school he took us all down to Section 
One. He walked the entire length up and down the 
section, feeling the rocks with his feet and testing

the depth of the water holes. After a period of 
concentration he entered the section. Giant 
boulders threw the bike sideways. Feet still on the 
pegs, the front wheel started up the vertical side 
wall. He pulled it off, set the bike back down in 
the line and continued on, still clean. His body did 
not seem to move but the bike seemed to be 
going 14 different directions. Just before the 
waterfall the front wheel bounced wildly, 
jammed in a crevice and tisted, throwing The 
Champ in a heap. The crowd gasped but the 
Champ picked the bike up quickly and turned 
around; he was going to try again. The second try he 
had less trouble in the lower part and was able to 
make it to the waterfall clean. He literally threw 
himself and the machine at the rock face. The 
bike seemed to leap up the escapement like a deer, 
but at the last moment the rear tire lost grip on the 
mossy ledge and a dab was needed to crest the top. 
Tremendous! Unreal! mumbled the gallery 
amongst the applause. The Champ turned around 
and headed for the start again. It was obvious that 
getting by with a dab was not good enough. He 
did clean the section two rides later. Breathing 
heavily, wet to the waist and smiling, he said,

We went to Section Nine. After about four 
attempts at the steep, rock-filled “V”, he said, “I 
believe you've got me here."

Then he said, 
“There’s a section almost identical to this in 
Belgium." He smiled — we knew he would try 
again. He charged up again. Three-quarters of 

the way up, he nearly stalled and exclaimed, “My 
Christ!”’, footed to the top, turned and looked 

at this delight of a layout crew’s twisted mind — 
then he smiled again! He was having fun! He cleaned 
this one too and all were in awe — not only of his 
riding skill, but also of his enjoyment of the sport 
and his immediate warmth to those who share his 
feelings for “impossible” rock walls and gullies.

is muffled. All I. can say is that it really 
works. 

I have been wearing an Arthur 
Fullmer helmet lately that is very 
comfortable. It is also a “Z90” helmet 
and fiberglass. The back of this helmet 
is cut a little higher than most and if 
you’re concerned about what some of 
those helmets that are low in back will 
do to your shoulders when you fall, you 
may like this one. I have seen no specs 
on how much of your head a helmet 
should cover and there comes a time 
when you have to consider how much 
protection you want as opposed to 
comfort, especially when racing. 

Another helmet I own, is a Champion 
“complete coverage” type. I use the 
term "complete coverage" to refer to 
the type helmet that covers your face as 
opposed to the full coverage type. I do 
not own or wear any of the partial 
coverage helmets, which leave the ears 
and temples exposed. I really like the 
complete coverage helmets. They offer 
more protection than any other type, 
also usually they give you less wind 
noise at high speeds, making for less 
fatigue on long trips. My Champion 
came with just an AMA Group I sticker, 
so I can only guess how safe it might be, 
since the manufacturer did not bother 
to inform me whether it would even 
pass '*Z90" or not. 


SOME PERSONAL 
CONCLUSIONS 

I have not tried to be too technical 
because I figure the average rider is not 
interested in the science of helmet 
testing, but only in what is safe for him. 
If you are interested in the technical

part of helmet testing I include. below 
the addresses of some of the 
organizations where you can get some 
of this technical information. If you are 
an average enthusiast the only thing 
you'll have time for is to check those 
Stickers and in this manner since you 
now know a little about what it takes to 
get the stickers, you can judge about 
how safe your helmet will be. 

My own observations from a safety 
standpoint are that the best helmet you 
can wear is the “complete coverage” 
type, with a Snell Foundation sticker. 
You may not feel comfortable in this

type helmet and may prefer a normal 
full coverage helmet, but if you're 
racing keep in mind that the extra ten 
bucks or so you had to spend for a 
"complete coverage" helmet would have 
been insurance when you're in the 
dentist's chair getting those new teeth. 
And if you ride a motorcycle at speeds 
over 50 mph, your head doesn't know 
whether vou’re racing or not.

A dirt-biker’s view of

What does a dirt rider think of 
choppers? Well, if you had asked me a 
few weeks back, I would have said a lot 
of things, most of them 
non-complimentary. Most choppers I 
have seen must have been designed to 


astonish and/or shock strolling 
pensioners.. Equipped with a garish 
combination superfluous © Maltese 
crosses, skulls, wrought iron 


ornamentation, and a sissy bar reaching 
eight feet into the heavens, they stand 
as grotesque symbols of defiance. 

Dirt, bikes, by necessity, have all 
non-functioning paraphernalia stripped 
from them. Except for competition 
machines, most dirt bikes are retired 
street bikes with everything removed 
but the seat, frame, and engine. 

Bob Price, 23-year-old mild-mannered 
car salesman and dirt bike rider from 
Long Beach, decided last year “to build 
a street bike like no one else had.” 
Based upon what he had learned from 
owning 12 or 14 bikes and a vivid 
imagaination, Bob laid siege to a 650 
Triumph Bonneville basket case. 

First thing done was to attach a ‘49 
hard tail to the frame, removing the 
swing arm and shocks. He then decided 
to chrome a single piece of the engine. 
Well, that stuck out like a Husky in the 
Powder Puff class. Soon another piece, 
and then another was sent to the plating 
shop for a shine-em-up job. Now, the 
only metallic items remaining on the 
bike not chromed are the polished carbs 
and oil tank, painted frame, gas tank 
and fenders. 

The frame is molded, but the gas tank 
is not bonded to the chassis. The 
craftmanship involved is of superior 
quality and you have to look twice to 
see that they are two pieces. 

What's the ugliest thing on any bike? 
The  electrics..right? When first 
inspecting the bike, it appears that it is 
equipped with an energy transfer 
ignition system because. of an obvious 
absence of a battery. Closer 
investigation reveals a beautifully 
designed battery box containing the 
battery and other electrics so well 
placed that it.is overlooked.

tank and a raging inferno ensued. With 
typical Aldana adroitness he jumped off 
unscated. Without a doubt, he is 
spectacular at anything he does and he 
usually does it well. 

Bob Gill kept the antics rolling right 
along with wheel stands that turned into 
endoes and death wobbles. He dazzled 
the slim day crowd with a ten car jump 
without a landing ramp and his 400 
Suzuki miraculously held very well 
together. for all the crashing it did. 

The in-between acts were simply that 
with the Victor McLaughlin Drill Team 
being the shining light. Clowns, junior 
modifieds, Kenny Brown and the rest 
left the crowd in anticipation for the 
great finale, Super Joe’s assault on 14 
cars. 

He was introduced and said his spiel. 
He was slightly nervous but with the 
help of some notes he came off rather 
well and the day crowd really got 
behind him with much applause. They

After an 
eternity of seconds someone yelled he 
was up and when he walked into the 
arena the noise was as deafening as it 
was when Knievel rode back in after his 
effort. The mark was officially set at 
118 feet, nine inches and even though 
the night run was somewhat less 
successful, the record of Evel Knievel’s 
14-cars was tied. 

The night show was somewhat less 
successful as on the landing, Joe missed 
the ramp entirely and suffered a broken 
hand. He crashed into haybales and the 
wall destroying the second motor but 
survived fairly well.

To top it off, he returned from a 
crash at the Ontario 250 to actually lead 
the thing. Sheesh. What's with this 
guy? : 

Why did we get stuck with some 
big-headed kid who, because of some 
occasional runs of luck, got to represent 
the staid AMA and such beloved heroes 
as Bart Markel and Dick Mann? 

Some Grand National Champion, that 
Gene Romero. He's too loud, too 
flamboyant, too sexy, too fast for his 
own good. Harumph.... 1 





Before Romero left for the AMA 
Competition Congress, he revealed he 
was going to try to get attention on the 
floor by. wearing less-than-acceptable 
clothes and behaving a bit loudly. After 
the Congress, when this conversation 
took place, there was no mention of 
that. Instead, he said that he 
understands more about floor procedure 
and the like. Then he brought up the 
AMA Executive Director: 


GR: Boy, I'll tell you one thing. They'll 
have to take 10 guys to replace Russ 
March. The guy is fantastic. He's really 
got it together. He's the AMA, as far as 
I'm concerned. 


CN: He was behind having you 
suspended during the season [for not 
filling out medical forms properly], 
wasn't he? Why would you say 
something like that if he suspended 
you? Or did he do the right thing? 

GR: The guy's got a lot of pressure 
coming from him on all sides, pro and 
con, and did the best job he could. As 
far as that suspension thing goes, that's 
all water under the bridge as far as I'm 
concerned. I really respect the guy and 
the job he's doing. He's great. 


CN: So, looking back on the suspension, 
there's no hard feelings? 

GR: What's done is done. Can't cry over 
spilled milk. 


CN: Was the suspension justified, then? 
GR: I don't know. It was a bad deal for 
me. I always wonder how things would 
have come out if it hadn't happened. 
But it's over with. I don't believe in 
sniveling. 





At the Pocono National Road Race 
last August, Gene was offered a stock 
car ride in an upcoming event. Two 
months later, with a bit of backing from 
Cycle World Magazine, he qualified 22nd 
out of 70 drivers, at 136 mph, on seven 
cylinders. Top qualifier was 10 mph 
faster. The race was called after 100 
miles when Gene was running 16th. 

The weekend after the Ontario 
National, Gene went to Phoenix to 
work in the pits with USAC'S Gary 
Bettenhausen. Romero did little more 
than fetch tearoffs and mind 
Bettenhausen’s helmet after the race, 
but he was rubbing the shoulders he 
wanted to rub. He wants to get off bikes 
and race cars:

CN: Do you think most people who 
race bikes would race cars if it weren’t 
for the money factor? 

GR: The vast majority of them race 
bikes because they dig racing bikes. 
Period. They dig it and have a good time 
doing it. There are some guys who want 
to race cars but they don’t want to take 
the chance of having that lean period 
for a year or two, or possibly forever. If 
a guy is doing well in bike racing, 
making 20-30,000 dollars a year, he 
doesn’t want to take the chance of 
making 6,000. He’s got a security thing 
built up. He knows he’s going to make 
20 in bikes but in cars he can’t start off 
at the top. 

But the majority of bikers want to 
stick with bikes, like have a shop or 
something like that. 

It doesn’t make any difference to me. 
I just wanna race and I wanna race a car 
that goes over 200 miles per hour. 


CN: Then you’re pretty well pumped on 
driving? 
GR: Sure!

FIVE Conversations 


CN: What doubts do you have about 
yourself when it comes to cars? 

GR: I really don’t have any. Just getting 
hooked up is a doubt but it’s not that 
big of one. 


CN: Just a matter of time? 

GR: Yeah, time. And knowing the right 
people at the right time and right place. 
Boy, for me, everything is timing. I 
don’t know why it is, but I always end 
up being in the right place at the right 
time or the wrong place at the right 
time. And nothin? in between. 
[Laughter] Either I’m on or I’m off, 
simple as that. 


CN: Give us an example. 

GR: Well, like at Pocono, a promoter 
came up to me and said, ‘Hey, you want 
to race a car?’ and I said, ‘Yeah, sure.’ I 
thought he was kidding. He became 
serious; I happened to be Grand 
National Champion, which he wanted, 
and he heard I wanted to drive a car. It 
just happened. 





CN: You say your business is your 
racing. The purpose of a business is to 
make money. Do you race just to make 
money? 

GR: Well, not too many guys can go to 
work and enjoy it. There's a lot of 
things I really don't want to do. It 
might look like, ‘Boy, he's really crazy’ 
but I think I got my act together when 
it comes to racing. 

Right now we're doing some testing 
for next year. We have some ideas that 
are going to work well — we have 
ourselves convinced that they are going 
to work. It's like, just being better than 
everyone and traveling and meeting new 
people and seeing different places. That's 
another part of it. 

A lot of times you don't feel like 
working and other times you really get 
it — like you're doing three or four 
all-nighters. Then you know it's work. 

What it all boils down to is the desire 
to win. I think that might answer the 
whole question. It's not so much for the 
money and it's not so much for the 
glory. It's the desire to win. Man, like ‘T 
won!’ All the other things follow it. 


CN: To win or to beat everybody else? 
GR: What’s winning? 


CN: That’s what I wonder. 

GR: I’m friends with everybody but 
when I put on my helmet I’m by 
myself. Within reason, though. You 
don’t run people off the track or knock 
them down. 


CN: Did you take it seriously when 
people said you were a has-been after 
you broke your leg. [At Tulare, several 
years ago.] 

GR: I broke a leg. No big deal; it healed. 
I knew they were wrong and 1 had to 
prove it to them and I had to prove it to 
myself. I don't dig quitters. 


CN: If you hadn't broken your leg do 
you still think you would have become 
Grand National Champ? 

GR: Possibly about two years sooner. 
[Laughter.] S 


CN: You are connected with a lot of 
myths. You have quite a reputation for 
doing this, and that, and... 

GR: I don't even know half of them. 
Boy, I bet you there are some doozies... 


CN: Do you enjoy having things said 
about you? 

GR: Well, if I said ‘no’ I’d be lying. I 
don't like to be a run-of-the-mill dude. I 
just like being myself, and if it stands 
out...(More laughter.) 


CN: So you do like standing out? 

GR: Well, we're performers and each 
one of us is an individual. We're not the 
Triumph team or the BSA team. 105 
‘Gene Romero’ who is on the Triumph 
team. 


CN: Would you like to be a “movie 
star"? 


‘GR: No, hot feally, I ‘couldn't handle it.

CN: Do you like recognition? You seem 
to enjoy signing autographs and things 
like that. 

GR: If it wasn't for the fans I wouldn't 
be in business. I dig the people; I'll just 
sign autographs until I can't sign them 
no more. As far as I'm concerned, fans 
come first. They pay the bills. Phil Read 
had a rubber stamp and I thought that 
was completely absurd. Anybody who 
would bring a rubber stamp to sign 
autographs is crazy. That's terrible.

Last Easter the Triumph and BSA 
teams went to England to race in the 
Anglo-American exhibition series. It was 
a chance for our dirt-trackers to get 
road race experience, which is 
important, for the most points were to 
be earned on asphalt in 1971: 


CN: You 
England? 
GR: Yov're right. 


wouldn't race over in 


CN: Why not? 

GR: I didn't even want to go. I had too 
much work to do over here. I had to get 
my bikes ready for the Championship 
trail. I have an important job of locating 
parts for the guys to put together. I 
don'twant them to be overworked. either, 
and anything I can do to help them, I'll 
do it. Boy, it was just the wrong time 
for me. 


CN: But you did go over there? 
GR: Yeah. 


CN: But you didn’t race? 
GR: No, I didn’t ride. 


CN: Why not? 

GR: I had all to lose and nothing to 
gain. If I would have gotten off over 
there and broken my leg or something I 
would have been out a lot of money. 
For what? And the promoters really 
didn’t want to fork out any big money 
for me to ride so I just said, “Hey, far 
out, I'll just go over there and cruise’. 
And I met a bunch of groovey people. I 
don’t think there are any people who 
disrespect me for not riding. 


CN: A lot of people did. 

GR: Well, everybody to their own 
opinion. That’s what makes this baby 
turn ‘round. 


CN: Aren't you afraid. of making 
enemies? You have made a lot of 
enemies. 

GR: There are a lot of backstabbers in 
this world. 

CN: Have you stabbed any backs? 

GR: Not that I know of. [A long pause] 
A lot of people say things about me in 
more of a jealousy thing. 

CN: You think so? 

GR: I don't know. What are the things 


you heard? 

CN: Uh, well, mostly rumors, 
through-the- grapevine stuff. 
Blah-blah-blah. 


GR: Well, what? 

CN: Like the England thing. Several 
people said you didn’t ride because you 
were afraid of getting beat. 

GR: I’m not afraid of getting beat 
‘cause they ain’t gonna get a cherry. 
That’s putting it quite mildly. If they 
could understand what I had going for 
me and what I had to lose — I had all to 
lose and nothing to gain is what it 
boiled down to — I worked so long to 
become Grand National Champion and I 
want to collect the fruits of it. If I'd 
have gone out and completely destroyed 
myself — broke an arm or a leg — I'd 
have been out. That would have been 
utterly ridiculous. And if you do feel 
that way, and you do ride, then you feel 
really bad, So I just told everybody, and 
that was it. Simple as that. 


CN: Is that why you didn't ride the 
Ascot Challenge thing? [At the Ascot 
TT late last July, Romero, sitting out 
his last race before his supension was 
over, "challenged" all comers at the 
next half mile, putting up $200 to 
anyone who beat him. Of course, the 
promoter put him up to it and it is a 
shame Gene consented, to such Roller 
Derby hype, as we shall see.] 

GR: No, at the Ascot challenge thing I 
blew the engine that I was going to run, 
at Corona the day before at practice. 
CN: But you have other bikes... 

GR: Oh yeah, I had other bikes. I had 
two other bikes. One was specially built 
for Corona and it couldn't compete at 
Ascot. It was built for the National race. 
The other was a back-up bike that 
wasn't set for Ascot. I have to have a 
bike that's set up the right way. The 
back-up bike wasn't really a back-up 
bike, actually. It was just there to take 
pieces off as we need 'em. I already 
wrote a letter to answer Gavin Trippe's 
comment about that. 


CN: What exactly did Gavin say? He 
wrote а letter to Russ March 
complaining... 

GR: He sure did. 

CN: Well, what exactly did he say? 

GR: He wrote a bunch of stuff I didn’t 
appreciate. It’s all over as far as I know. 
CN: There was no legal action? 

GR: If you can’t race, you can’t race. It 
wasn’t a phony deal; it was a legit thing. 


CN: And you did want to ride Ascot? 
GR: Sure did, or I wouldn't have said it. 
He was the guy who put me up to it, 
though. 


CN: But you said you wouldn't ride 
England because you could have fallen 
off, so... 

GR: But Ascot Park is where I cut my 
teeth. There's a big difference there. 
England's an unknown place and the 
courses aren't that safe. And you're 
riding against people who you've never 
ridden before. There are just too many 
unknown factors. There's only two 
times when I race and that's when I 
have to or I want to. 


With that, Gene went into a 
delightful story about how he and Dave 
Aldana and the Palmgren brothers 
found a neat track in Greenville, Ohio, 
between Nationals and went racing. ^No 
pressures," he said with a far-away 
smile. “Nobody hassled us.” 





In normal conversation, Gene talks a 
blue streak and is usually quite 
conscious of his mannerisms. But when 
he begins speaking of racing — the 
flat-out, dirty, loud, violent racing — his 
voice slightly changes in tone, his eyes 
lose focus on a single object, and his 
hands and feet begin working controls 
in subtle accompaniment: 


CN: Once you said, in effect, ‘Road 
racing: neat. TT: far out. But the mile. 
Wow! The mile! The mile is where it’s 
at.' Why? 

GR: I could race that constantly, it's so 
neat. Because it kind of gives you the 
impression of road racing and half mile 
at the same time. It's really a mental 
thing. You use your head in all types of 
racing but there, it's more of ‘Who’s the 
foxiest cat? Who can out-fox the other 
guy?” 

In mile racing, all the work you put 
into an engine goes right on the ground. 
On some half-miles you could have a 
stock machine against a bundle of 
horsepower and still do as well or 
possibly better, whereas the mile 
absorbs every bit of horsepower you can 
possibly put out. 


CN: Ontario: what was that day like for 
you? 
GR: I don’t know. Just a flat weird 
day. 


CN: Did it bring you down, what with 
unloading in’ the ‘first’ heat and breaking 


. Shut off there and pretty soon you say, 








At Ontario: It's a heavy game.... 


a throttle cable while leading the 
second? 

GR: Breaking a throttle cable didn't 
bum me out as much as crashing the 
thing. The throttle cable, well, that's 
just a part. The reason it broke was 
because we had to reshape the linkage 
because I crashed. 

I'm not supposed to make any 
mistakes and I can't afford to make any 
mistakes and when I do I'm mad at 
myself and nobody else. If something 
breaks, that's something else, but when 
it's my fault... 


CN: When you get mad do you tend to 
take it out on other people, like your 
mechanics? - 

GR: No, because they weren't involved 
in it. It was my fault — I hit the oil 
slick. It just happened and I fell down. 


CN: Oil? We didn’t know there was any 
oil... 

GR: Yeah. I just didn't crash. The back 
end let go and, then I got a bit of 
traction and it high-sided me. 


CN: Of all the so-called non-road racers 
on the National Circuit, you had by far 
the best season. How do you look for 
next year? 

GR: I guess everybody better get out of 
the way because I’m coming through. I 
think I’ve got this road racing thing 
down. There are a lot of heavy cats you 
gotta road race against but I think I’m 
on their level now. I learned a lot out 
there at Ontario and I hope it wasn’t a 
false impression. 


CN: What did you learn at Ontario? 
What can you learn in one day? 

GR: Boy, you’d be surprised. Let’s put 
it this way..how would you say 
it...well, I confirmed a lot of thoughts 
about road racing that day. I knew what 
you had to do and I just went and tried 
‘em and I confirmed them. And man, 
they just flat worked. I know what it 
takes and now I feel really good. 

You gotta hang it out and ride on the 
edge, and, man, that’s really neat to do. 
That’s when you’re going the fastest, 
when you're a taste out of control. Not 
out of control where you're slamming 
into walls and bumping into people but 
when you're just a tad out of control. 
That's as fast as you can possibly go, 
really. When you got everything under 
control and you're dialed in and 
winning races, that's cool, but you're 
going fastest when you're just a taste 
out of control. You just go...(gasp/) ..... 
and... (gasp!)...like that. 

You try to be a part of the 
motorcycle. You go into a corner and 
you shut off here and the next time you 


‘I can’t go any; further’ and pretty soon 


you try going further and you just get 
out of control. And that is the fastest! 
And pretty soon you get in a situation 
where tires are starting to wear and your 
gas load is getting lighter and you can 
get it in deeper, and the same thing with 
acceleration — you can get it on earlier 
and earlier — and pretty soon it starts 
getting squirrelly. You match those two 
together — you run ‘er in hot and get it 
on early. And you gotta be a taste out 
of control atboth ends, but still have it 
under control. It’s kind of hard to 
describe... 

There are all kinds of variables, like 
guys in your way or maybe the thing 
isn’t carbureting right, and like that, and 
you gotta compensate so-much? 

At Ontario, after I crashed, 
everything was ‘destroyed and between 
Nick (Delegianas) and (Danny) Macias 
and all those guys at the track, that 
thing was like a brand new bike (after 
they fixed it). It was perfect, just like I 
rolled out or the first race and I said 
‘Hey, watch out, I’m coming through, 
I’m gonna blow all you cats off, I’m 
gonna blow all you guys off. And I did 
for a while, until the cable broke. 

There's another bunch of unsung 
heroes. You've got Danny Macias — he's 
the manager of the road racing end — 
and you've got Dick Lyttel, Terry 
Moriarity, Мас Каһіпаѕһі, Lloyd 
Bulmer, the guys in the back shop. 
They’re a part of my National 
Championship racing along with C.R. 
Axtell, Mike Libby, and of course, my 
right-hand man, Nick Delegianas. [With 
that, Gene picked up the tape recorder 
microphone and repeated “Nick

Delegianas” quite clearly, to make sure ` 


we mentioned his name. Delegianas is 
more of a mechanic. For example, if 
you ask him where Gene is hiding he 
will make sure you don't find him.] 


CN: Do you have fun racing? 
GR: Yep. I get a real groovey feeling — 
kind of feel like a highline hippie, I 
guess. What I mean is, I feel free and 
independent. You gotta be at a certain 
place at a certain time but in between 
it's up to you and what you want to do. 
It's really a neat feeling to be driving 
down the road with all your equipment 
in the back and everything is prepared 
and perfect and you're ready to 
compete with the rest of the guys. It 
gives you a good feeling. It's kind of like 
being a gunfighter; you want to be the 
best one. 


CN: We've heard a lot of people bring 
up gunfighters when talking about bike 
racing. What is there to being a 
gunfighter that's similar to being a 
motorcycle racer?

The words aren't exactly 
the ones spoken on the 
first Christmas Night, 

[ but — somehow, this year — 
they seem to be very timely. 
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"Does 1t cost more 
to ‘get serious’ 
than 1t does to play?"

About this time of year bills start 
piling up, money becomes very scarce, 
and motorcycle enthusiasts start looking 
very critically at their favorite sport 
which the wife refers to as a “money 
drain". Depending upon just how 
critical the situation is he might 
consider quitting, changing to another 
less expensive aspect of the sport or 
adopting a less serious attitude toward 
winning. Then there is the other end of 
the spectrum: The rider who seems a 
new year and resolves to start racing, to 
change to a more competitive branch of 
the sport, to increase his commitment 
or make some other positive change. 
Cost interests both of these groups. 
Does one form of competition really 
cost more than another? Does it cost 
much more to “Get Serious” than it 
does to play? Well, below is a chart that 


might help a little. 

In the chart we have compared the 
approximate costs of different forms of 
motorcycle competition on two levels, 
the play level and the serious level. 
Naturally to do something like this you 
have to make a carload of assumptions 
and the chart is only helpful to the 
reader insomuch as he understands the 
assumptions and relates them 
realistically to his own situation. Our 
chart covers the costs that occur over a 
one-year period. Is it assumed that the 
rider is going to remain interested and 
active for more than a year. A short 
term flirtation with competition can be 
extremely expensive in many respects. 
The physical risks are much higher 
(these can be translated into money as 
insurance and doctor bills). and the 
short-termer will likely take a large 
financial beating on his equipment when 


he attempts to sell it. 

For our purposes, the difference 
between a serious rider and a fun rider is 
that the serious rider intends to win, to 
advance in class and to put whatever is 
necessary into those goals; the fun rider 
has much less in the way of 
commitment, rides less frequently, 
spends less on equipment, skips faraway 
events, and won’t take a chance on 
ruining his bike to win. In practical 
terms we decided that our “serious” 
rider would compete three times a 
month and would travel up to 800 miles 
one way for events if necessary. He buys 
the best equipment and spares little in 
the way of expense to make his bike 
competitive and to protect his body. 
Although he is not sponsored, he 
doesn’t pay list price for-anything but 
his entry fees. This rider does most of 
his own work, major engine repairs and 


welding being the only exceptions. 

Our fun rider competes only once a 
month. In most cases, he uses a bike 
that he didn’t originally intend for 
competition. The thought might have 
existed in the back of his mind, but he 
bought the bike for trailing or street 
riding. To make it even reasonably 
competitive and to keep from killing 
himself he has had to spend a fair 
amount on modifications. He hasn’t 
spent much on personal equipment but 
he intends to. This rider does his own 
maintenance but that’s about all. Most 
everything else is done in the shop. 
When he tries to fix something himself, 
it generally costs him more. This rider 
won't break up his wheels and shocks 
pushing mercilessly across rocks in 
fourth gear, or wind out an engine until 
it explodes between his legs trying to

In 1972, Cycle News will show you how to get the most 
out of your riding dollar.

DUNLAP, CAL., Dec. 19, 1971 — The 
third and final round of the California 
State Championship Trials was held here 
today, on the western slopes of the 
Sierra Nevada not very far from Sequoia 
National Park. It was an ideal setting for 
the final round of this Master’s contest 
with every conceivable type of 
natural-terrain obstacle including mud, 
logs, trees, sand and a fair amount of 
rock. 

In spite of its lush and beautiful 
setting though, the trials was 
disappointing for Southern Californians: 
Lane Leavitt won the championship. 

The first round of the championship 
was chaos: The riders whom everybody 
knew were the best didn’t win either of 
the top spots. Time was a big factor in 
that first trials. The riders had to get 
around the course fast enough to 
complete all the sections in the alloted 
time, and couldn't afford the luxury of 
minutely surveying each section before 
they rode it. A tough old pro who dates 
from the pre-historic period of trialing 
knew what was required and did it, 
dumping the space-age champs down 
several humiliating places. But youth, of 
course, always triumphs, so John 
Walters' moment of fame was just that; 
a moment. 

In the next round, held at Hollister 
not far from San Francisco, on an easier 
course with no time problems invincible 
Lane Leavitt easily triumphed over Rich 
Bledsoe while John Walters, no stylist, 
finished fourth. 

Today's trials was well balanced. 
Time was a factor tobe considered but 
wasn't an overwhelming problem as it 
was in the first trials. Some of the traps 
were exceedingly difficult and long, but 
there were also a whole string of novice 
sections where all that was required of 
the Masters was that they not get 
careless. There was one mud section in 
which the riders were required to make 
a U-turn in about a one-wheelbase 
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If you missed on that big slanted rock, you be

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length. If that wasn't. enough, the 
ground (mud) at the finish sloped 


steeply. There's more traction on a ski 
jump. Bob Nickelsen took three 5's and 
no one else did much better. 
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"One," says the checker and down we go. 
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your bike comes down and smite you. 
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Section 15 gave the riders a fine 
selection of rock. AF ter dropping into a 
gulley down a near-vertical slope and 
then climbing back out up a slanted 
rocky rut the riders got to the real

challenge. They dropped off a two-foot 
ledge back into the gulley and had to 
make a hard right turn over some 
boulders. It was a case of hold the right 
line or else because right beyond the 
boulders the path crossed a gigantic 
rock about eight feet long that was 
tilted at about 45 degrees. If the rider 
came out of the boulders wrong he got 
too high up on the rock where several 
kinds of disaster awaited.*Coming off 
the big rock, the path continued over 
some smaller rock for a few feet and 
then made a sharp left to climb óut of 
the gulley straight up another immense 
tilted rock.

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That trap was so difficult that riders 
spilled in spectacular fashion on every 
part of it so there was no concensus 
about which was the worst part, but the 
last big rock seemed to claim more 
victims than any other single part. 
Spectators watching the trap saw Lane 
Leavitt pick a line up the far edge of the 
rock, where the rock joined the bank 
and said, *Ah hah! that's the way to to 
it. There's more traction over there.” 
Then along came Bob Nickelsen and 
went straight up the face. The right line 
is the line that works for you. 

Altogether the Experts and Amateurs 
(as the Masters and Experts are called in 
PITS territory) rode 16 sections in the 
afternoon while two classes of Novices 
rode 12 sections each. There were also 
classes for women and kids, who. are 
Juniors in PITS land. 

The winner of this week's trial, a fine 
six points ahead of his arch rival, was 
Rich Bledsoe with a score of 33. In spite 
of the fact that he won, Rich wasn't 
terribly enthusiastic about the trials. “J 
don’t think it was necessary to make us 
ride through all those novice sections,” 
he said. Rich also had a couple other 
objections. He wanted Cycle News to 
spell his name right and I promised that 
we would — if he won. We only 
guarantee correct name-spelling to the 
winners. He also objected to a reference 
that I made to him last week as the 
“San Diego Gobbler’? for. which I 
sincerely apoligize. It really was in very 
poor taste, especially it being this close 
to Thanksgiving and Christmas and all... 
match points down on Lane Leavitt, so 
in order to win the championship, he 
not only had to win this trials, but 
someone else had to beat Lane as well. 
Rich did his part, riding a fine trials but 
both he and Lane were miles ahead of 
the rest. of the field. Next best were 
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Mark Eggars with a score of 47 and Bob 
Nickelsen with a score of 50. I asked 
Bob if he thought this trials was of true 
championship caliber. “Any trials where 
I lose 50 points, I think is championship 
caliber” he said, revealing a pure strain 
of modesty. Bob has an iron grip on 
fourth place these days, but his sunny 
dispostion survives and he thoroughly 
enjoys himself even at the cost of 50 
points. He thought it was an excellent 
trials. 

Two Walters were in the news today. 
Dwaine Walters won the Junior class 
with 39 and Nancy Walters beat all 
those guys in the Novice “B” class with 
a score of 87. You'll have to turn to the 
results pages though, to find out where 
Big John placed. Martin Belair won the 
Amateur class with 82 points and Jim 
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some boulders.”

Laudeman, who ought to be just about 
at the end of his Novice rope, won the 
Novice A class. 

The trials was sponsored by the 
Sierra/Fresno section of Pacific 
International Trials Society. It seemed 
to me to be extremely well done and 
considering the lovely country that they 
have, I expect that next year, when 
word gets around, they'll have a lot 
more than this year's 87 entrants. The 
only criticism that I heard concerned 
the course marking which could have 
been done more thoroughly. Most of 
the spectators never found expert traps 
13 and 14 and even a couple of the 
competitors were wandering around 
looking for section 15. Otherwise, a 
great event.

CALIFORNIA CITY, CAL., Dec. 5, 
1971 — As each of the 700 riders sat 
impatiently on the starting line for their 
turn to ride into the canyons northeast 
of California City, the single thought 
that seemed to loom in their minds was 
100% unanimous. It was cold, 
temperatures of about 30 degees. 

When the number one riders went off 
at 8:01 sharp, the group was led by Bob 
Bates, 59-year-old proprietor of 
Maywood Honda. Bob typifies the SRA 
following in his zest for fun riding. 
After getting center-punched on the 
Barstow-to-Vegas, Bob's son had to 
weld a special brace onto the bike for 
his leg to fit into. With the bad leg and 
all, Bob hit the final check exactly 12 
seconds late! Wonder what he would do 
healthy? 

One mile down the road found the 
well marked. course veering into the 
tules and emerging into a long downhill 
sand wash leading to Koehn Dry Lake. 
The scenery in this area is truly 
magnificent and the initial 24 mph 
average gave all but the greenest riders 
plenty of time to enjoy the sights. 
Exiting from the canyon in rolling 
foothills and then an easy uphill wash to 
the five mile marker found everyone 
(almost) on time. 

The course swooped through the 
canyons and then back up to the rim for 
a short stint and then into a tight twisty 
downhill canyon that made many 
beginners go very slow. The area proved 
not to be a bottleneck to the six riders a 
minute schedule and all made it without 
mishpa. SRA provided two outriders at 
the bad spots just in case but they had 
an easy morning. 

By this time the schedule had 
reverted to 12 mph and stayed that way 
for about four miles. After the canyon 
and about two miles of sawtooth 
terrain, I began to wonder why the 
schedule didn't pick ир. I began to 
conjure up images of vertical hills and 
torturous boulder piles. Just about the 
time I really started sweating each next 
bend in the course, I saw it! The real 
reason for the slow average, and I 
couldn't blieve it!' Check. one with a 
catering truck, plenty of free hot coffee 
and chocolate, orange juice, donuts, and 
a fifteen minute layover! 


Fully rested, fed, and warmed, the . 


riders then picked up a fairly easy 24 


mph average through more’ rolling 
foothills, sand canyons, fire roads, etc., 
etc..until they hit the pits for an 
enjoyable 30 mile loop. 

A 45 minute lunch break and it 
seemed that most everyone was back on 
the starting line for the afternoon run. 
The course wound around through the 
rolling hills and lava beds toward 
Randsburg at 20 mph and then headed 
for the radar site on a mountain top 
way, way up there. Again the feeling of 
impending doom hung over everybody. 
We knew instinctively that we were not 
going around those mountains! What we 
went through was one of the most 
fascinating canyons that I have ever seen 
in the Mojave. Long deserted gold and 
quartz mines lined the vertical walls on 
both side as we climbed over the crest. 
Relics that predated, anyone riding 
today bore mute testimony of an era 
that has perhaps vanished forever from 
the desert scene. Roads up the sides that 
were built by miners hand carrying 
every stone, shafts sunk deep into the 
pure rock mountains, old houses and 
shacks still standing where men tried in 
vain to carve a living in the relentless 
desert heat. We got so engrossed that 
ten minutes had elapsed from the riding 
schedule by the time we emerged. Hard 
riding for five miles got most of it back, 
but at check three, two minutes late was 
the verdict. Drat! 

Really fun riding on varied terrain for 
another ten miles brought us to the pits 
to end the second 30-mile loop. A 
lovely young thing took my score card, 
patted me on the back, and handed me 
this orange and silver . finisher pin 
depicting a rider disappearing into the 
sunset. I wondered if she saved them for 
the. over-30 gang as a tribute to 
tenacity ? 

SRA officials finally cleared the last 
riders about two hours after dark, 
cleaned the area up, and secured the 
day. They felt that their first attempt at 
putting on an enduro turned out okay 
and are planning to make it a three or 
four times a. year shot. With the 
increasing difficulty of local enduros, 
we need someone who thinks about the 
rank. beginners and the weekend fun 
riders who are interested in finishing 
events, not becoming national 
champions. Looks like this should fill 
the bill. ЖЕН X

catch someone, but he's likely to ruin 
the wheel bearings in a 25-cent car wash 
or destroy the upper end with an 
inadequate air cleaner. 

We've presented two types of riders; 
the chances are that the reader isn't 
exactly like either of them so as he 
studies the chart, he's going to have to 
make allowances for the differences and 
to make it easy, we've left one blank set 
of boxes to be filled in. Here's how we 
figured the various costs. 
MOTORCYCLE COST: Most of the 
bikes in the various categories are 250's. 
The exception is in the road racing class. 
For road racing we chose the 350cc 
class because of its overwhelming 
popularity. 

To find the cost of the motorcycle 
for one year (as opposed to the 
purchase price) we had to make an 
assumption about how long the rider 
would keep the bike, how much he 
would pay for it, how much he could 
sell it for at the end of that time and 
what he had paid for finance and 
insurance charges. We assumed the 
serious rider would buy one of the top 
four machines in his category pay 10% 
less than retail for it, put 1/3 down and 
finance the rest of it at a true 18% rate 
for two years. At the end of that time 
he would then sell it privately at 50% of 
retail. Our play rider buys a lesser 
machine, pays retail for it, pays the 
same 1/3 down, but he finances it for 
three years (except in trials category). 
He also keeps the machine for three 
years and then trades it in at blue-book 
on a new bike. 

To make things realistic in the road 
racing category we had to change things 
a bit. Both the serious and the play rider 
road race the same machine. 
MODIFICATIONS: The assumptions 
regarding modifications were the 
hardest to make and are the easiest to 
quarrel with. We define a modification 
as a change that a rider makes to be 
more: competitive or more comfortable 
or just for the hell of it. In the category 
of Motocross, serious, the rider will 
almost.certainly change his handlebars 
,and grips; he might buy a new carb or 
expansion chamber, or get some porting 
done. He's quite likely to make changes 
to the air cleaner. We allowed him

$125.00 for his changes which i 
probably conservative. Motocross, play, 
modifications are even harder. Shock 
absorbers, porting, expansion chamber, 
and air cleaner mods are almost certain, 
as are handlebars and fenders. He may 
have to go for tires and frame 
modifications. Many buy new forks. 
Most new motocross riders are appalled 
at what it costs them to convert 
essentially trail bikes into motocross 
bikes. $250.00 seems about right. 
Desert racers make the types and 
degrees of change, though they don’t 
often wind up porting their cylinders. 

The serious enduro rider does the 
same sorts of things to his good-to-start 
with scooter that the serious motocross 
rider does, but substitute speedo’s, 
clocks and calculators for the porting 
and carburetion changes. He’ll also do 
some  bullet-proofing and maybe 
duplicate some items. Say about 
$125.00 for him, too. The play enduro 
rider gets off a bit cheaper than his 
motocross counterpart. He’s usually 
sorry, but he rides an essentially stock 
machine. Allow him $25.00. 

Trials in Southern California has 
evolved to the point where even a 
novice needs an out-and-out trials bike 
or a very highly modified enduro bike. 
To keep our comparison somewhat 
realistic we assumed that our serious 
rider bought a new machine and spent 
about $75.00 modifying it. We assumed 
that our play rider bought a 2-year-old 
used machine and spent the same 
$75.00 putting the machine in shape. 
Some riders do buy Japanese enduro 
bikes and attempt to make trials bikes 
out of them, but the modification is so 
expensive and so unsatisfactory that we 
consider the approach hopelessly 
unrealistic. 

Serious TT riders spend more than just 
about anyone to make and keep their 
bikes competitive. Engines, carburetion, 
exhaust system, gearing, tires, frame, 
everything comes up for improvement. 
$300.00 a year for improvements is 
probably very conservative. Say about 
half that for the not-so-serious TT rider. 
In expensive modifications, the serious 
TT rider has his most serious rival in the 
road racing business. We make the same

We were wrong in saying that AMA 
rules were violated and we apologize for 
that.

not ours, to campaign Schutz in the 
National class. Although he was able to 
circumvent some regulations he still 
wasn't being a very good sport.

In the 250 Junior bash, Cliff Servetti 
survived the best to win over Pete 
Francini and Henry Sanchez to keep the 
Bultaco racing name in the spotlight. 
The same held true for the win in the 
250 Novice Main for Joe Simas but the 
outcome was of some surprise to the 
winner. 

Over five years ago, Simas was a 
Sportsman Expert and a Class “C” racer 
of some note and then had other things 
to do.

Cow Palace series, Scally was second in 
the point standings behind Greg Hodges. 

In the sixth qualifying heat, Hodges 
came from a bad start to nearly take 
over the lead and then get knocked out 
of competition. The third place man in 
points and only other racer with a 
chance to win was Dave Hansen and last 
year he was in the same spot and came 
out the winner when last year's leader, 
Bill Morgan was eliminated. Hansen was 
warming up his Cycle IMports Triumph 
Cub when he suddenly lost a rod and 
thereby eliminated himself, This gave 
Scally the opening he needed and so in 
the tenth qualifying heat, he set third 
fastest time of the night with a very nice 
win.

Kenyon rewrote the 10-lap semi 
record with a 1:17.229 and then 
Morgan immediately rewrote that with a 
1:16.280. An amazing display of speed 
was taking place as these riders get their 
machines ready for the Cow Palace and 
then the assault on New York City. 

Kenyon continued his winning ways 
on his Sonny Kenyon Bultaco with the 
trophy dash victory while Scally cooled 
it waiting for the Main in which he was 
to start on the back row. 

On the jump of the Main, Morgan had 
it set while Al got in a little tangle. 
Scally did the same and was dead last 
off the line. In less than five laps he had 
moved into seventh, precisely the spot 
that would give him the necessary 
points to win the series and then it 
happened.

Records Fall for Scally, Hernandez |

SAN JOSE, CAL., Nov. 27, 1971 — In 
near classic precision, veteran Expert 
Bob Scally pulled out a coup de grace 
and set a new main event record in one 
fell swoop. In the process, all the indoor 
records were reset with new Novice 
Steve Hernandez setting the fast 
eight-lap heat and three-lap trophy dash 
while Scally copped the fastest 10-lap 
Semi and 15-lap Main. 

It all began in the opening moments 
of the qualifying heats when Nick 
Theroux, last week’s winner reset the 
fast heat time with a 1:03.650 and just 
two heats later, Hernandez was chased 
around the asphalt by Scally and 
lowered the record to a 1:03.345. Scally 
tried to lower that mark in the third 
regulation heat but only got as far as a 
1:03.382. 

With the small asphalt track taking its 
toll of riders the four heats went off in 
rather good style- with Jeff Hammond 
beating Hernandez off the line in the 
first heat and Dave Lewis getting the 
jump in the second over Theroux. Scally 
had the third easily and Steve Foster 
followed Al Kenyon around for the 
fourth. All times were in the 1:03 area 
indicating the track was in much better 
condition than last week when oil was 
spread from one end to the other.

| Cream o' Crop Gi

CHAPPELL HILL, TEX., Nov. 21, 1971 
— The cream of the crop in Texas 
motocross showed up with competition 
especially fierce in the 250cc Expert 
class with riders such as Jack Hicks, 
Robi Holbert, Ed Abbott, Robert 
Tuggle, Bob Graham, Done Rainey and 
Robbie Esterlein. You can believe that 
tension was high as they lined up for the 
start, and tension was the key ward 
throughout the day. 

Hensley and Helms had laid the track 
out differently for this race. The start 
was wide and hairy, leading to a right 
turn up a steep hill. Even the Europeans 
would have been pleased with the track. 
It was extremely fast; faster than it has 
ever been before, and very tacky. 

Bill. Kasson (CZ) came to show the 
local guys his stuff and succeeded by 
winning the Open Experts clean. No one 
offered the least hindrance to Kasson as 
he walked away with it. However, 
second place was not so easily won. 
Gary Anderson (Hus) had to fend off 
Bill Click (Suz) for his place, and that’s 
no easy job. This was Gary’s first Expert 
race, and he did extremely well; even 
though Bili gave him a hard time, Gary 
bung in there to take second. Gary has 
been building up his ability for the past 
several months, and it’s beginning to 
pay off. 

Probably the most exciting races 
ever seen in Texas happened in the 250 
Expert class today. Robi Holbert finally 
found some good competition — Jack 
Hicks. 

The first moto was for Hicks — he 
was off and gone, out front. However, 
not to be taken too lightly, Holbert was 
back there all the time, pushing and 


-~ prodding, trying his best to get around. 


When the last lap carne up, it was Hicks, 
then Holbert, surprising quite a few 





jumps, dicing in the corners, and 
generally giving the spectators their 
money's worth. Stackable would just 
pull Bailey in the corners and open up a 
lead on the straights. The 18-year-old 
was harried by the elder rider for four 
laps until, less than half a lap from the 
finish, he snared a snow fence in a 
downhill hairpin. The two tangled 
briefly, Bailey shot away, Stackable 
push-started his Yamaha, but the bright 
red Bul flashed across the finish first. 
Steve gamely challenged during the 
third heat, sometimes as closely as 
Bailey had in the previous meeting. The 
tall Californian styaed in front however, 
leaving the young Austin rider second. 
Kent Howerton, a Yamaha rider from 
San Antonio, clawed his way through a 
horde of contenders for a third place. 

The first Open Expert running was a 
free-for-all with Jack O’Leary on his 
250 MX factory special on the line. 
Bailey took one look at the Yamaha and 
went to get his gun, a 250 Pursang. 
Holbert was grousing about having to 
run with the less powerful but more 
functional 250's. Consequently, when 
O'Leary ran off and hid from Holbert 
and Bailey, they protested his machine. 

The hassle stemmed from an old 
track rule that allowed 250's to run 
with the Open class when there was a 
shortage of big bikes. No doubt the 
antiquated rule will be buried forever 
after the protest. Anyway, O'Leary did 
what he wanted to do, neither of the 
protesters had to step down for him at 
the winner's circle, and. the track 
scratched a blue law from its ledger, so 
everyone seemed to have been satisfied. 

Holbert flew to a seemingly easy 
victory over Bailey, who remounted on 
an Open class-size Bul in the final two 
runs. Bill Kasson challenged Bailey and 
led him for several minutes in the 
second big bike heat, but a fall and a 
brief tangle with Greg Graham put Bill 
back to fourth behind Graham's third 
place. 

Holbert, has polished his style 
considerably since the days when he 
would go faster than anyone, but would 
total a bike or two in the course of a 
day’s racing. He has recently signed with 
CZ. and is expected to make the 
pilgrimage to the Czech factory for a 
little fine sharpening. 

Since O'Leary waxed the likes of 
Holbert and Bailey, it's an anti-climax 
to mention that he won the 250 Expert 
handily with a commanding lead over 
second place Kasson team rider, Jack 
Hicks. H&H Racing's Fred Hanna was 
third.

Round two, and here we go. Robi 
was geared, ready to turn it on — and he 
did. Holbert returned Hicks' favor — he 
let Jack eat dust for a while. It seemed 
as though the two were tied together, 
they were so close. Several times Jack 
almost made it around Robi, and at the 
finish it seemed to be a cinch that Hicks 
would get it. But, fate was not with him 
— he bobbled, came off the bike. Not 
being one to lose easily, Jack, even 
without his bike under him, dove across 
the finish, trying until the very end to 
win the race. His “tackle finish” was to 
no avail; Holbert still made it in time to 
get the second moto. 

Heat 3 looked as though it belonged 
to Holbert, and with a safe margin at 
that. He was riding well, no goofing off, 
no tiring out. Hicks was there, but 
Holbert was going so well. Big surprise 
— last lap of the moto and who comes 
across first? — Hicks! The whole 
spectator crowd all at once breathed a 
loud “wow!” And so did Holbert. Robi 
did ` admit that this was the most 
exciting race he has ridden in quite 
some time. At last he has found 
someone to play with. 

The day was great, and some 
especially good races happened, but due 
to the competition, and the fast track, 
some accidents also happened. Most of 
the riders admit that it was their own 
fault that they crashed, they were riding 
over their heads because the 
competition was so close. Brian Fox 
separated his shoulder (how many times 
does this make, Brian?); Ed Abbott 
broke his leg in several places, and will 
be out for some time; Robbie Esterlein 
broke his collar bone; and Bob Graham 
did in his toe! A whole string of 250cc 
Experts all in a row.

RENO, NEV., Dec. 4, 1971 — Reno's 
Indoor Short Track series is picking up 
momentum, especially since the 
six-foot-high point trophy went on 
display. About 100 riders showed up at 
the tiny track tonight. 

Cliff Richardson was the only double 
winner this evening. He captured the 
250cc and 125cc Novice events, one 
with each of his Rickmans.

Richardson did have competition in 
the 250cc class. It was one of the 
roughest events of the evening, with 
almost every rider getting solidly bashed 
at least once. Brian Young, after a 
second row start, several rammings, and 
being in the middle of a motorcycle 
sandwich, worked his way up to Cliff’s 
rear wheel and was trying to find some 
way around when the final flag 
dropped. 

The 125cc Junior-Expert event 
aroused much interest. Manual 
Crummet got the jump on consistent 
winner Rich McMurray and held his tiny 
lead till the end of the race. Rich just 
couldn’t find room to get around, and 
the walls are just too hard to force 
through. 

McMurray was not done for the 
evening, however. He won the 250cc 
Junior Main with comparative ease. His 
biggest competitor, Bob Foster, was 
going fast, fast but slid out early in the 
race. You just can’t trust a Class C rider, 
especially one with a beautiful bike like 
Foster's. 

Bill Daane had to work hard to win 
the 200cc Expert Main. He didn't gin 
the lead until over halfway through the 
race, and then was followed so closely 
that hedidn't dare make one mistake. He 
kept up his speed and style and held off 
for first. 

Popular, amiable Bob Foster won the 
trophy for the Best Looking Bike and 
deserved it. Brian Young won the match 
race with Bill DuVall with smooth slides 
and considerable poise.

first annual Virgina City Grand Prix was 
a certain success.

Hare Scrambles will tell. If there was 
any dust around, it must have been 
under the foot of mud that coated the 
entire course. The Hare was run on the 
farm of Ernie Riley, the Yamaha dealer, 
and you would not believe the 
condition of his front yard, which 
happens to be the parking area, after all 
the cars and trucks had to be towed or 
pushed out after the race.

the mud (I think the mud won) and 
about 20 were still running at the finish 
two hours later. The start-finish line was

The Honda CB 500 purchased by Cycle News for 
this report was uncrated under the observation of a 
staff member and set up by Don Bartram of 
Ashtabula Cycle Sales in Ohio. After a few hundred 
miles of running-in, it was entered in the 1971 CRA 
(Central Roadracing Association) 24-hour production 
race and raced a whole day (1,700 miles) to win 
overall. Nothing about the stock machine had been 
changed aprart from removing stands and turn signals, 
relocating the pegs and fitment of low handlebars. As 
soon as the trophy was safely in their hands, 
Ashtabula Cycle Sales reinstalled the bric-a-brac and, 
except for some racing miles on the odometer, the 
machine was stock out of the box. I did ask Bartram 
to leave in the weaker throttle return spring that he 
had installed, in the interest of easier touring. 

I was pleased to start the consumer test on a 
machine with 1,930 miles already behind it. If 
anything is going to go wrong with a new machine, it 
usually signals within the first 5,000 miles, and our 
new Honda was well-on the way toward the 
interesting part of the test. In case the fact of its win 
did not imply it clearly enough, the CB 500 had given 
no trouble in the first mileage of its life. 

Rolling out of Ashtabula Cycle directly onto the 
freeway that leads from it, I tested the accelleration 
and brakes. Fine, nothing startling. At above 65 mph 
the solid-mounted handlebars shook slightly, enough 
to blur the images in the rearview mirrors and 
between 7,000 and 7,500 rpm in any gear the engine 
vibrated tensely. I have ridden factory-prepared 
Honda: 4s that vibrated not all all, but the average 
run-of-the-line stocker that you get will always give a 
slight massage somewhere on the rev-dial. In a way I 
welcome it, as a tactile signal of the rpms but ! try to 
operate the throttle and gearchange in such a way as 
not to linger in that range of dangerous harmonics. 

After: 500 more miles had pleasantly passed in the 
mountains of Pennsylvania and the Northern Ohio 
plains, I checked items recommended by the owner’s 
manual, changed the oil filter (same $2.50 unit fits 
the 750-4) and aimed the gold and silver machine 
down the interstate to Atlanta. 

Optimum is the adjective that fits the 500-4 — 
optimum performance, optimum handling, economy, 
weight, comfort, etc. It can barely keep in sight of a 
well-tuned 500cc Kawasaki, but I could always pass 
him at the gas station. On a-lonely Kentucky road,

the 500 peaked out at about 110 indicated mph and 
delivers 32 miles per gallon at interstate speeds, or 
about 100 miles per tankful. There is a 25 to 30 mile 
reserve capacity obtainable by merely twisting the gas 
tap 90 degrees forward. 

The seat is rather stingily padded where the rider 
normally sits. But by hooking my heels over the 
passenger pegs and leaning on the wind in a 
semi-racing crouch, I covered up to 500 miles a day 
without any discomfort. The longer I ride in this 
position, the more comfortable it gets, which I find 
unusual. I wonder if the Japanese intended it so. 

It has been said that the machine is “geared for 
Daytona" and the description is only a little off. 
More like for Talladega, where. all the turns are 
supered. Fifth gear is an overdrive that should only be 
engaged above 60 mph when accelerating and 
changed down at about 40. It pulls along steadily, 
uphill or flat, in fifth, but there is no acceleration on 
tap. To pass traffic, say from 50 mph to 70 you have 
to shift two gears, like on a motocrosser, all the way 
to third if you are in a hurry. Yes, the 500 does 
require a bit of stirring with the left toe in order to be 
driven about smartly, but the resulting sensations and 
slick shift action are delightful. 

Acceleration in general is tame, but adequate. Yet

there is plenty of torque in the 50 horsepower engine 
to move off from a dead stop without undue buzzing 
or slipping of the clutch. Occasionally, when I forgot 
that I was not riding my bigger twin, I’d idle off the 
line and stupidly kill the engine, then thank Honda 
for electric starting. 

Although the CB500 is perfect in just about every 
way, it has one giant, compromising fault. It has 
nothing to do with the assembly line finish, for there 
aren’t any squeaks or rattles evident after 5,000 
miles. And I don’t mean the rear tire which wore out 
completely in only 4,000 miles. The fault is that, 
with a demanding rider on the bars, the machine goes 
out of ‘tune much too quickly. You have to take it 
into the shop after every moderate ride of 500 to 
1,000 miles. Price for the dealer service and tuneup is 
$28.95 plus parts — just about what a Cadillac costs. 
But the car will go ten times as far between bills. In 
other words the Honda has a Ferrari service record. 
Fine, if you can afford it. 

What happens is, the lightweight parts stretch and 
wear. The cam chain lengthens, tossing the valves out 
of time. The carburetor slides wear off their mating 
surfaces, detuning four jugs at a whack and the 
clutchplates wear bowlegged, causing that infamous 
Honda lurch as the lever is fed home. It really takes 
the edge off your toy in a hurry. It turns a fine 
motorycle into a noisy, jerky derelict. 

The true enthusiast will count frequent 
maintenance a reasonable price to pay for the 
continued enjoyment of his 500's charms, and either 
equip himself to perform the regular retuning ritual 
or plan on visiting his dealer about every time the 
payment comes true. 

Drive chain adjustment is too frequent and critical 
not to do one’s self. But chain replacement 
(recommended every 7,000 to 10,000 miles) requires 
a special key which only the dealer posesses. The 
primary drive is by Hyvo-type chain, which is self 
adjusting and has not required attention yet. And the 
brakes are remarkably long-lasting. 

In short, basedupon my experience with a 5,000 
mile-old CB500, I recommend it very highly to the 
enthusiastwho likes to tinker with machinery or who 
can afford to have one of tlieservants take it in for that 
periodical checkup, say, every week or two. The 
pleasure it excites causes such addiction that you 


want to ride it every chance you ' get, no matter what

After owning a Puch (pronounced 
*pook") 125 for four months I have 
found the machine to be more than I 
had bargained for. 

Although the general appearance is 
not anything to get overly excited 
about, you can tell the workmanship is 
superior. The machine is relatively 
simple and strictly functional. 

The fiberglass tank and seat sort of 
mold together in a block shape. The seat 
is nicely padded and quite comfortable. 

The chassis is of the bolt-together 
type. This caused some worry that was 
soon forgotten after the first ride. It has 
proven itself to be as sturdy as any 
conventional welded type. 

There is no skid plate to speak of, but 
rather six sections of tubular steel with 
the two outer sections also acting as 
protection for both the shift and rear 
brake levers. Since I do not consider 
myself any kind of expert, these have 
proven to be a nice bonus; to date I 
haven't been able to bend either lever. (I 
fall a lot.) 

The engine castings are flawless and 
Puch has won the contest for cylinder 
head size. The large sunburst fins keep

no matter if you're putting around or in 
competition. 

The fenders are alloy with a bright 
yellow undercoating to prevent rust and 
corrosion. Magura levers are standard 
and will be appreciatedby any off-road 
racer. 

The Ceriani front forks and Girling 
rear shocks are both proven suspension 
components so there is no question 
about their performance. The 3:00x21 
front tire and the 3:50x18 rear tire are 
perfect. 

As soon as possible I found myself at 
the nearest bike park to try this neat 
little machine out. This is where I found 
the first and only undesirable feature. 
After five or six tries at the kickstarter 
with no results I found myself looking 
for a choke or tickler. The carburetor is 
enclosed in a vinyl cover. After 
unfastening the left side and tucking it 
out of the way, I found the tickler, gave 
it a few shots, and it fired right up. 

Refastening the cover and warming 
the machine up, I dropped into the first 
of the six speeds. To my surprise I 
found the engine pulled smoothly from 
about two grand without sputtering. It 


through fourth gear. The clutch, typical 
of the oil bath variety, operates very 
well. 

Cruising in fourth gear, the Puch 
seems to have all the speed necessary to 
keep up with any competitors. Y ou still 
have fifth and sixth to go, for nothing 
short of fire roads that enduro fans and 
desert racers love. 

The power range is relatively smooth. 
The engine will lazily pull bike and rider 
around ata crawl withoutloading up or 
complaining. A fairly wide power band 
and the fact that is i$ nearly impossible 
to load up the carburetor, gives the rider 
room for mistakes. 






best-shifting units I have ridden, even 
with six speeds. It works best with the 
clutch but it is still easy to shift without 
it if the situation dictates. The gearbox 
is not fragile. 

Riding comfort, both standing and 
sitting, is excellent. Handling is positive 
and predictable. 

With the available top speed I would 
recommend that anyone riding this 
machine look far, far ahead and be 
prepared to make full use of the 
excellent brakes.

IRVINE, CAL., Dec. 12, 1971 — With 
Trans-AMA fever still lingering in the 
air, close to 200 riders turned out for 
today’s ACA motocross event. Some of 
the strongest duels seen this year were 
settled in the 100cc and 250¢c Jr. class. 

The 100cc class saw the top three 
riders lock horns for the first time this 
season: Bob Stem and John Atwood on 
Hodakas and Dale Walter (DKW). Stem 
and Atwood were consistently running 
in the top three in all three 20-minute 
motos, finishing one-two for the day. 
Mechanical problems held Walters far 
back in the pack in the first moto. But 
not to be shut out for the day, Walters 
bounced back with first places in the 
next two motos, good enough for third 
overall. 

The 250 Jr. class saw some fantastic 
riding out of two AJS riders, Ken 
Hirchert and Marvon Braum, and CZ 
rider Richard Grafton. 

The first moto saw Braum take the 
lead, never to look back. In the 
meantime, Hirchert had his work cut 
out for him as he was involved in a 
pile-up in the first turn, that put him 
nearly a half lap behind the pack of 
some 35 riders. At the end of 20 
minutes, Hirchert had salvaged the moto 
with a seventh, with Grafton running 
eleventh. 

The next moto caught Bruam still in 
the pits making adjustments at the drop 
of the flag. Meanwhile, Grafton was out 
in front and running strong. At the 
checkered flag Hirchert had taken third 
with Grafton first. 

Going into the final moto; only two 
points separated Hirchert and Grafton.

assumptions in their case. The road rally 
boys get off easiest: they have no major 
modification to their machines for the 
specific purpose of competition. 
REPAIRS: Repair estimates are subject 
to fantastic variation. We’ve all met the 
klutz who can spend more keeping a 
casually used street bike running that 
John DeSoto could spend on motocross 
bike he used all year. Still we had to 
make some sort of estimate and we did. 
Before you holler, consider the things 
that just plain wear out on bikes that 
are used seriously: tires, chains, pistons, 
rings, shock absorbers, cables, air 
cleaner elements, brake linings, clutches, 
etc. Only in the case of TT riders did we 
figure on splitting cases: that was 
because TT riders are notoriously hard 
on gear boxes. We figured on four upper 
end jobs (piston and base) for serious 
motocross riders, two for play riders, 
two for serious enduro and desert riders, 
one for play riders in those categories. 
Don’t forget, the serious riders do their 
own, though. 

PERSONAL GEAR: This category was 
fairly easy. We assumed that play riders 
wear what they usually do which is 
about as little as the promoter will let 
them get away with. Serious riders buy 
pretty expensive helmets and leathers. 
They need several pairs of goggles and 
gloves and boots during a year. Serious 
enduro and trials riders need Barbour 
suits. Trials riders don’t (shudder) wear 
helmets. The play rider is allowed to 
split the cost of his gear over two years, 
but the serious rider wears all of his out 
in one year with the exception of 
helmet and Barbour suit. 
TRANSPORTATION: This was another 
subject which could present quite a 
problem, because there’s so much 
variation. Some guys can get along with 
an old pick-up; others need a motor 
coach with a trailer attached. We finally 
decided to calculate our-estimate just on 
the basis of approximate mileage, 
allowing serious riders '8 cents per mile 
and play riders 6 cents a mile on the 
basis that serious riders have generally 
managed to get hold of a van or camper 
or a good trailer while play riders often 
rent trailers, go with someone else or 
throw their bikes in the back of the old 
VW. 

TRAVEL EXPENSES: This includes 
meals and lodging (when required) for 
two people on the assumption that 
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(Cont'd. from page 31) 


either a wife or friend goes along as pit 
crew. If a reader always goes alone, or 
always takes six kids he must adjust 
accordingly. Desert and enduro guys are 
assumed to camp out; most other 
categories only stay overnight rarely and 
when they do, it’s assumed they stay in 
motels. 

DUES, ASSOCIATION FEES, ENTRY 
FEES AND SUCH: Here we made the 
assumption that the rider only joined 
enough associations to get the number 
of rides required. So the serious enduro 
rider must belong to both the CERA 
and the AMA. The play rider only has 
to join the AMA. Serious riders are 
assumed to belong to a club, play riders 
are not. Play riders skip expensive 
events. 

A FEW OTHER PROBLEMS: Quite 
often serious motocross riders will ride 
two or three events a day. Sometimes 
this is necessary in order to get enough 
riding in to develop any skill. Expenses 
naturally skyrocket, but if you're 
considering getting serious about 
motocross, this is something to take 
into account. 

We've said nothing about insurance or 
the cost of getting hurt, but it's a real 
expense; there's just no reasonable way 
to write it in. Anyone who rides 
seriously can figure on getting hurt once 
in a while. He can figure on getting hurt 
quite frequently in motocross and TT, 
sometimes in desert racing, occasionally 
in enduros, and trials, and infrequently 
in road racing. In the last one, however, 
if he does get hurt it can get pretty 
serious. 

As we said in the beginning, it's 
possible to quarrel with any of the 
figures presented here. But before you 
do, add up your own expenses if you're 
already racing. The total will be much 
higher than you think, guaranteed. And 
if you think we overestimated the 
expense in some categories, please 
consider that we were conservative to 
the point of naivtee in others. In Repair 
and Modification for instance, we 
allowed for only definable items; blow 
your engine, ruin a set of forks, tweak a 
frame or decide to redesign a frame and 
all bets are off. 

Conclusions? Draw your own. But 
don't show this article to your wife or 
parents. They might want you to switch 
to something cheaper, like polo or yacht 
racing!
